THE FORTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT 



OF THE 



Executive Committee of the Hartford Hospital 



To the Directors of the Hartford Hospital: 

The Executive Committee presents the. following as the 
Forty-eighth Annual Report of the Hartford Hospital for the 
fiscal year ending September 30, 1903. Under this cover are 
included the Treasurer's report in full, and the report of the 
Medical and Surgical Staff, of the medical and surgical work 
of the Hospital during the past year, as well as the report of 
the Old People's Home and the Training School for Nurses. 

The past year, as is shown in detail in the Report of the 
Superintendent, and tables collated by the House Staff from 
the Hospital Records, has been, from a humanitarian point of 
view, the most successful in the Hospital's career. There has 
been an increase in the daily average of patients cared for this 
year over last of upwards of thirty-three per cent., and the 
great efficiency of the skill and care of which patients have 
been beneficiaries is manifest in section headed, Results of 
Treatment. 

From a financial point of view the year has been the most 
disastrous in the Hospital's history. We calculate the cost of 
administration, inclusive of our outstanding bills and liabilities, 
to be $168,605.17. The deduction of $11,587.95, represent- 
ing bills paid during present fiscal year incurred in previous 
fiscal year, leaves a sum total of $157,017.22, the actual cost of 
operation for the fiscal year terminating September 30, 1903. 
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MOVEMENTS OF POPULATION. 

At the beginning of the year there were 187 patients in the 
Hospital. There were admitted during the year 2,388, making 
2,575 cases under treatment. The greatest number of patients 
any one day was 275, and the least number was 185 ; the aver- 
age number 234. Of the number cared for during the year 
1,471 were males, and 1104 females. The total number of 
weeks occupied was 12,168. Comparing these figures with 
the figures of 1902 there were 272 more admissions, there were 
284 more under care, and there was an increase of 3,244 weeks 
of residence and an increase of average residence from 3.89 to 
4.34 weeks for each patient. 

RESULTS OF TREATMENT. 

Of the total number under treatment 1,566 cases have re- 
covered, 177 have improved, 103 have not improved, and 322 
have died. The percentage of recoveries and improvements 
was 73 per cent., or 5 per cent, more than last year. The per- 
centage of deaths of the total number under care was 12J per 
cent., or 2.1 per cent, more than last year. Twenty-three of 
this- number were due to accident and lived but a few hours 
after admission, 42 were due to consumption, and 144 were 
hopeless cases on admission and lived but a short time, making 
209 hopeless cases on admission, or 64 per cent, of the total 
deaths, or 8.8 per cent, of the total admission ; excluding this 
clasS we have 2,179 persons admitted showing some hope of 
recovery, with 113 deaths, or 5.2 per cent., 2.5 per cent, more 
than last year. During the year there were in the medical 
wards 1,395 cases under treatment, including 35 cases of diph- 
theria with 3 deaths and 105 cases of scarlet fever with 6 
deaths. 

In the surgical wards there were 908 cases under treatment, 
including 108 cases of eye and ear diseases, 180 cases of surgi- 
cal diseases of abdomen, including 100 cases of appendicitis, 
with 5 deaths. 
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In the lying-in department there were 99 cases of preg- 
nancy, 14 of which resulted in miscarriages. 

In the gynecological ward there were 352 cases. 

In the surgical wards there were 743 operations performed, 
including 198 laparotomies, during the year. 

EXPENSES. 

The total paid expenses for the current year were $160,- 
053.52. The average cost per week per patient was $13.15. 
The total expense for the year ending September 30, 1902, 
was $118,614.92, showing an -increase of cost for the fiscal 
year of $41438.60. The increased receipts for the year were 
$19,104.52, showing therefore increased loss of this year over 
last, year of $22,334.08.

The Robinson Memorial Wards, containing 63 beds and 
eight private rooms, were opened shortly before the com- 
mencement of the fiscal year, so the entire expense of adminis- 
tration of these wards falls on this vear. With deduction of 
extra cost of food stuffs for the year we estimate the fixed

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charges, heat, light, and service to be about $6,630.00. The 
remaining amount is to be found in the inventory, more es- 
pecially in the items of coal, meat, groceries, and wines and 
liquors. 

MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFFS. • 

No change has occurred on the Medical and Surgical Visit- 
ing Staffs during the year. On the House Staff Dr. Eckley 
R. Storrs, Dr. Philip C. Washburn, and Dr. J. Waldron Moore 
having completed their terms of service have retired, and 
Drs. Robert S. Starr, Henry E. Adams, and Henry F. Stoll 
have been duly promoted. Drs. Arthur C. Heublein, Alfred 
H. Clark, and Irving E. Brainard, the successful competitors 
in the qualifying examinations for the vacant positions, have 
been appointed.

Miss Bertie M. Lazier has served as as- 
sistant in charge of the Tubercular Hospital throughout the 
year. Miss Lucile Mast is now Night Matron at the Hos- 
pital. 

The Head Nurses are now Miss Emma F. Kinney, Miss 
Margaret B. Allan, Miss Ida F. Butler, Miss Mabel G. Trafton, 
Miss Hancie Billmever, and Miss Alice M. Brooks. 
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DONATIONS. 

In the reports of the Treasurer and the Superintendent 
will be found a complete list of donations to the Hospital. We 
wish to express our appreciation of these timely gifts to the 
sick and injured. Religious exercises have been held as usual 
on Sunday in the wards throughout the year. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

The new kitchen, in process of construction at time of last 
report, was duly completed and ready for occupancy December 
1st. It has added greatly to the facilities of the Hospital and 
in view of the increased service, demanded by the addition of 
the Robinson Memorial Wards, was an undoubted necessity. 
The old kitchen is now used as a Diet Kitchen, and the special 
diet ordered for patients by the Visiting Physicians and Sur- 
geons is prepared there by the nurses under the skilled super- 
intendence of a diet nurse, Miss Elizabeth Browning, who also 
acts as instructress to the Training School. The cold storage 
plant, also completed, has been very satisfactory in its opera- 
tion. The ice manufacturing plant has not as yet succeeded 
to its expectation, due to some fault in its operation, we are en- 
deavoring to discover and remedy. We have, however, been 
able to use the ice for refrigerating purposes in the ward re- 
frigerators. 

CHILDREN'S HOSPITAL AND CHRONIC FEMALE 

WARD. 

The Robinson Memorial Wards, so spacious and so com- 
pletely equipped with every convenience which could add to 
their utility, have given most grateful satisfaction in their ad- 
ministration, not alone in the Children's Wards, but especially 
in the Chronic Female Ward, in which every bed has been oc- 
cupied throughout the year. Their benefaction has not been 
confined to the city of Hartford, but has been far-reaching. 
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and the general public owe a heavy debt of gratitude to the 
generous donor. 

The Children's Ward cared for lOO patients, occupying 954 
weeks. The Chronic Female Ward cared for 22 patients, 
occupying 636 weeks. 

THE TUBERCULAR HOSPITAL. 

We regret to say that owing to peculiar circumstances, 
which could neither have been foreseen nor consequently pro- 
vided for, the Hospital has not accomplished as much as was 
expected of it. An explanation of this is due not alone to you, 
but in protection of our Medical Staff who have labored faith- 
fully under great disadvantage, to the State and public who 
financially endorsed the undertaking. In this State at least the 
Tubercular Hospital may be regarded as on trial. As origin- 
ally purposed the Hospital was established for the reception 
and treatment of patients in the incipient stage of consump- 
tion, when under favorable surroundings and conditions a 
cure might be confidently expected. It was reasonable to 
suppose, there being a limited number of beds, only 46, that 
provided some were admitted far advanced in the dis- 
ease the incipient cases would survive and ultimately re- 
main in possession; in which case where vacancies oc- 
curred it would have been comparatively easy to have 
controlled the situation. Such has not been the fact. 
As the report shows, many more hopeless than incipient cases 
have been admitted, and many incipient cases admitted would • 
not and could not have been expected to remain in face of the 
startling prophecies materially revealed to them on every side. 
The mortality, therefore, has been great, and the recoveries 
few. While it may have failed in its original purpose it is not 
to be forgotten that it has performed a noble mission in pro- 
tecting many a home, and many of our citizens, by removing 
from their midst a continuous source of infection, and has 
eased the sad journey of many a suffering wayfarer. 
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Herewith attached is the Medical Report of the Tubercular 
Hospital :

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

A review of our financial situation cannot but convince the 
most sanguine that stern retrenchment and curtailment of ex- 
penses must be the order of the day. Two years since, Feb- 
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ruary 1,1902, our indebtedness on the Treasurer's boc^cs was 
about $75, 000. An appeal to the public was generously met, 
and in April, 1902, we were enabled to pay the indebtedness. 
In May, 1902, in addition to the heavy burden we already car- 
ried, in response to public need, we assumed the extra burden 
of running the Tubercular Hospital, and in August opened 
the beautiful Robinson Memorial Wards. An. analysis of our 
financial report shows that though we increased our receipts 
upwards of $19,000 over last year it required an expenditure 
of upwards of $41,000 to do so, showing an increased loss in 
actual expenditures over last year of upwards of $22,000. 
As an offset we believe that on a conservative estimate at 
least $10,000 of our apparent loss will be found in quick assets 
in our inventory in coal and food supplies. No inventory hav- 
ing been taken last year we are unable to give exact figures. 
We know, however, that we were heavy purchasers of coal in 
October, 1902, to upwards of $S,ooo, and we estimate that we 
have enough coal stored and paid for to carry us through the 
winter months. Our Superintendent assures us that owing to 
increased storage capacity in the basement of the Robinson Me- 
morial Building and ice storage system, the inventory shows at 
least $4,000 in excess of last year in food supplies and spirits. 
We face today a total indebtedness on the Treasurer's books 
of upwards of $88,000, secured by collateral from the Hospi- 
tal's resources. The Treasurer assures us that we have only 
about $50,000 remaining, exclusive of trust funds, on which 
of course we cannot encroach, upon which we can borrow. 

Our loss last year in Executive and Treasurer's Depart- 
ments amounted to upwards of $76,000. Running at our pres- 
ent rate inside of the year we will be at the end of our re- 
sources. It is plainly obvious that we must retrench now or 
cripple the Hospital in its general efficiency. It is with pain- 
ful reluctance, realizing as we must the great work accom- 
plished in the past year, evidencing the increasing need of 
hospital service in our community, at a time too when the 
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Hospital has attained the stage of its greatest usefuhiess, we 
feel constrained to recommend a curtailment of its benefaction. 
We have no choice. We are not justified in looking year after 
year to a generous public to make good our indebtedness, a 
public limited in the past, general we hope in the future. 

We therefore recommend the closure of the Tubercular 
Hospital. It will cut our receipts $5,000, but it will cut our 
expenses $16,000. In the main hospital we advise the closure 
of female wards 3 and 4, and the removal of their inmates to 
the Robinson Memorial Wards, 8 and 9, and the transforming 
of the spacious play-rooms at the ends of these wards into 
children's wards for concentration of service. We recommend 
the closure of the Contagious Wards. We estimate our loss 
there last year at upwards of $6,000. We are painfully 
aware that in making this recommendation, should you en- 
dorse it, we close a ward of emergency need to the community, 
yet unless we close it we will be forced a little later to close 
not onlv this ward but other wards as well which oflfer a more 
general service. It is the ward of greatest cost proportion- 
ately; it is the ward of least return. The Board of Charities 
care for only the extreme poor. The Board of Health have 
nd appropriation to care -for the needy save through the 
Board of Charities. There are a large multitude of deserving 
citizens self-sustaining who cannot look to the City for aid, 
whose pride it is not to. The margin of their earnings above 
their needs is a narrow one. If the Contagious Ward is 
open and infection occurs in their families and they bring their 
patient to the Hospital we cannot charge the cost to us — $16 
a week last year — to them. They cannot meet it. We cannot 
decline to receive them, though they cannot pay a cent. If 
we close the ward we can say, as most every hospital in the 
land not sustained by town or city does say, we do not take 
contagious cases. The dilemma is a sad one. We know but 
of one way of solving it. At present, though, we are well 
aware w^e cannot help running behind during the year, even 
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should you endorse our recommendations. We do not see 
how we can advise further curtailment without crippling the 
Hospital in its general efficiency. It is possible we may advise 
further restrictions in the near future. 

We believe it will be to the great advantage of the Hos- 
pital to increase the number of its Executive Committee. To 
this end we advise an increase in the number of Active Di- 
rectors, which we are assured is legal under our charter, and 
to avoid confusion of terms that the Board of Active Di- 
rectors be called Managers, Governors, or Trustees. We ad- 
vise a change in the By-Laws which will permit increase of 
Executive Committee to not more than six, at the will of the 
Active Board, and pending such change which under our By- 
Laws will require a year, the appointment of an Advisory Com- 
mittee of two at least, possibly three, to act with the Executive 
Committee.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



To the Executive Committee: 

Gentlemen : — I herewith submit for your consideration 
the following as the Forty-eighth Annual Report of the Hart- 
ford Hospital, consisting of a detail of the receipts and dis- 
bursements, number of patients under care, result of treat- 
ment, and such other information as may be of interest. 

The number of patients in the Hospital September 30, 
1902, was 187 — 102 males and 85 females. 

During the year 2,388 have been admitted, making an ag- 
. gregate of 2,575 under treatment — 1,471 males and 1,104 fe- 
males. 

Of this number 1,566 have recovered, 177 have improved, 
103 not improved, 322 have died, and 220 remain under treat- 
ment — 115 males and 105 females. 

Of the deaths, 23 were the result of accidents and lived but 
a few hours after admission, 144 were hopeless cases and lived 
but a short time after admission, 42 were due to tuberculosis. 

There were 85 births — 44 males and 41 females. 

The whole number of weeks occupied was 12,168. 

State beneficiaries occupied 56 4/7, , and U. S, marine pa- 
tients 12 2/y weeks. 

There have been 177 patients, occupying 532 3/7 weeks, 
supported entirely by charity, viz. : Keney Fund, and 24 pa- 
tients, 159 weeks, on the various Hospital Free Beds. 

The appropriation of $5,000 has partially supported 1,109 
patients at the rate of $1.04 per week. 

The number of beneficiaries was 22. 

The number of marine patients was 6.

1. Patients are admitted between the hours of 8 a. m. and 
5 p. M., preferably; emergency cases and confinements at any 
hour of day or night. 

2. Patients are received by permit from towns, from any 
member of the Executive Committee, or where they can afford 
to pay the regular price of attendance, by personal application 
at the office. 

3. The permits of all patients are subject to the approval 
of the Executive Committee. 

4. The regular charge per week is $7.00;' this includes 
medical and surgical care, and operation, together with medi- 
cines and nursing. The price for private rooms is from $15 
to $25 per week. 

5. Persons who are destitute of friends or means are pro- 
vided for in various ways. 

6. No person having contagious disease, residing out of 
the town of Hartford, shall be adnritted to the Hospital.

RULES FOR THE ADMISSION OF VISITORS. 

1. Visitors are welcome to the Hospital every day, be- 
tween the hours of 2 and 4 p. m. 

2. Visitors shall not enter the wards without the consent 
of the Superintendent or Matron. 

3. Visitors must deposit with the Head Nurse of the 
ward or the Superintendent any articles of food or delicacies 
intended for patients, which articles will be distributed as re- 
quested, if not inconsistent with the condition of said patient. 
No alcoholic drinks or any stimulating drinks or drugs of any 
kind shall be brought into the Hospital by any friends of 
patients. 

4. No drunkenness or unseemly conduct, profane or vul- 
gar language, and no unnecessary noise or disturbance will 
be allowed in or about the buildings. 
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ACTS 0F LEGISLATION. 



Act Incorporating Hartford Hospital. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Assent- 
hly convened: 

Section i. That David Watkinson, Ebcnezer Flower, A. S. Bcck- 
with, S. S. Ward, A. W. Butler, A. M. Collins, Wm. T. Lee, Job AUyn, 
Samuel Colt, James B. Crosby, Albert Day, Chester Adams, James G. 
Bolles, George Beach, Thomas Smith, Jonathan Goodwin, A. W. Birge, 
Lucius Barbour, and Charles T. Hillyer, and all such persons as are 
from time to time associated with them, for the purpose of establishing 
and maintaining a hospital in the city of Hartford, and their successors, 
be, and they hereby are, incorporated for said purpose, and made a body 
corporate and politic, by the name of the Hartford Hospital, and by 
that name shall be capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being 
impleaded, and may purchase, take, receive, hold, sell, and convey 
eistate, real and personal, to such an amount as may be necessary for the 
purposes of said corporation; may have a common seal, and the same 
may alter and change at pleasure, and may make and execute such by- 
laws and regulations, not contrary to the laws of this State or of the 
United States, as shall be deemed necessary for the well-ordering and 
conducting the concerns of said corporation. 

Sec. 2. That said corporation shall be governed by the following 
articles : 

Article i. This corporation shall be called the Hartford Hospital. 
Persons contributing for the use of the corporation at any one time 
the sum of fifty dollars shall be members for life. Persons contributing 
the sum of five hundred dollars shall be vice-presidents for life, and 
also directors for life; those contributing two hundred dollars shall be 
directors for life; those twenty-five dollars shall be members for five 
years, and those ten dollars shall be members for one year. 

Art. 2. In order the better to carry into effect the object of the 
said corporation, the members thereof shall, at an annual meeting, to be 
held at such time and place as the by-laws of the said corporation shall 
direct and appoint, elect from their own number, by ballot, and by a 
majority of the votes given at such election, twelve persons as directors 
of the said corporation; and the persons so elected, together with the 
mayor of the city of Hartford for the time being, shall constitute a 
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board of directors. The directors so elected shall hold their offices for 
one year, and until others are elected in their places. In case of any 
vacancy in the board the remainder of the directors shall have power 
to fill such vacancy until the next election. 

Art. 3. The board of directors shall, annually, as soon as may be 
convenient after the said annual election, elect by ballot from among 
their own number a president, a vice-president, and shall also elect a 
secretary and treasurer, who shall hold their offices for one year, and 
until others are elected in their stead. But as many directors may be 
chosen as there may be directors by subscription. 

Art. 4. The said board of directors shall have power to manage 
and conduct all the business and concerns of the corporation, and to 
make such laws as may be necessary for the management and disposi- 
tion of the estate and concerns of the corporation, and to appoint such 
officers and servants as they may deem necessary. The medical officers, 
including all attending and consulting physicians and surgeons, shall 
be appointed annually. Vacancies occurring before the expiration of the 
year from the time of any appointment shall be filled by the directors as 
soon as the same can conveniently be done. 

Art. 5. A majority of the corporators shall call the first meeting 
for the election of officers at such time and place in the city of Hart- 
ford as they shall appoint, giving three days' notice thereof by publish- 
ing me same in the daily papers of the city; and the annual meeting 
of said corporation shall be held at such time and place and on such 
notice as shall be fixed by the by-laws of said corporation. 

Art. 6. This act may be altered, amended, or repealed, by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Approved, May Session, 1854. 

Resolution Amending the Charter of the Hartford Hospital. 

Resolved, That additional members of said corporation may here- 
after be elected at any annual meeting by a two-thirds vote of those 
present without the payment of any sum of money on the part of mem- 
bers so elected. 

Approved, January Session, 188 1. 

Amendment of the Charter of the Hartford Hospital. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives in General As- 
sembly convened: 

Section i. That, in addition to the powers already conferred upon 
the Hartford Hospital, said corporation are hereby authorized to estab- 
lish, in connection with the present hospital buildings, and upon the 
hospital grounds, or elsewhere, an Old People's Home, or a department 
or home for the accommodation, support, and maintenance of such 
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aged and infirm persons as shall, from time to time, be admitted to the 
comforts and privileges of such department or home, and erect the 
necessary buildings therefor, and sustain the said Home with such 
funds and means as shall be given for that purpose, or paid by or for 
the benefit of the persons admitted to said Home. The board of directors 
of said Hartford Hospital shall have the power to make and execute 
any and all such by-laws, rules, and regulations in relation to such de- 
partment or home, and the management of the same, and the funds per- 
taining thereto, and generally all the concerns of said department, not 
contrary to the laws of this State or of the United States, as shall be 
deemed necessary or proper for the well-ordering and conducting the 
concerns of said department, and the same to repeal or change at pleas- 
ure; and may appoint, if deemed expedient, a board of managers for 
said department, with such powers as they shall deem proper, and also 
such officers and servants as they may deem necessary. 

All the rights and privileges conferred by the charter of the Hart- 
ford Hospital upon persons contributing for the use of said corpora- 
tion shall be had and enjoyed by persons and parties limiting their con- 
tributions to the use of the department for the aged and the infirm as 
fully and to the same extent as if no such limitation was connected with 
such contribution. 

All the money and funds already, or which shall be, given or con- 
tributed for the uses and purposes of the Hartford Hospital shall be 
confined to and used for the benefit of the hospital department, and 
all moneys and funds in any way given or contributed for the aged and 
infirm department shall be held and used exclusively for that depart- 
ment, under such rules and regulations as may be adopted in relation 
to a division of the common expenses pertaining to the two depart- 
ments, which cannot be kept separately and accurately divided. 

This department of the Hartford Hospital shall be known as the 
Old People's Home, and any and all moneys, gifts, legacies, devises, be- 
quests, or other contributions given to the Old People's Home, or for 
its uses, or to the Hartford Hospital, or to any other trustee or trustees, 
for or in trust for the use of the Old People's Home, shall be good and 
effectual, and shall be for the use of this department for the aged and 
infirm created under this act. 

Sec. 2. This resolution may be altered, amended, or repealed, at 
the pleasure of the General Assembly.

Your Executive Committee herewith presents to you their 
Twenty-sixth Annual Report of the Hartford Hospital Train- 
ing School for Nurses for the year ending September 30, 1903. 
The personnel of its management has already been given you in 
their annual report to the Board of Directors. The graduating 
exercises of the retiring class took place in the Peck Memorial 
Hall Wednesday, October 14, 1903, at 2 p. m. Rev. John Cole- 
man Adams opened with prayer. Dr. Howe, President of the 
Hospital, followed with an address, giving the history of the 
Training School. He was followed by Miss Florence L. Wet- 
more of the graduating class with an interesting essay on 
" Nursing in History." The Rev. Ernest ^^Fremery Miel then 
delivered the annual address on " The Value of Relation of the 
Modern Nurse to the World at Large." Then followed the dis- 
tribution of diplomas by the Chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee, and the benediction closed the exercises. The addresses 
were interspersed with musical selections by Beeman's Or- 
chestra and Mrs. Charlotte S. Johnson as soloist. 

The Executive Committee regretted exceedingly that the 
financial stress of the Hospital forbade its giving the usual 
entertainment. ^They are correspondingly grateful to those 
whose special contributions to that end enabled the graduating 
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nurses and the Training School to enjoy their custcMnary festivi- 
ties.

REPORT OF THE TRAINING SCHOOL. 

To the Executive Committee of the Hartford Hospital: 

The Twenty-sixth Annual Report is herewith presented. 
At the close of the fiscal year the school numbers sixty-three 
students ; fourteen seniors, twenty- four intermediates, eighteen 
juniors, and seven probationers, an increase of seven during the 
year. 

One hundred and eighty-seven women have applied for ad- 
mission; twenty-five have entered the school, two of whom 
were not accepted at the end of their probationary term ; four 
withdrew after six months, two were dismissed for cause, 
and two are temporarily out of the school on account of ill 
health. 

Nine nurses have graduated, this being the first class to 
have taken the three years' course. With the additional year, 
it has been possible to give a more complete training in all 
branches. 

The usual course of lectures has been given. Nine classes 
have been held weekly during the school year. Examinations 
have been conducted by members of the visiting staif. 

One new text-book has been added to the curriculum. 

The new diet kitchen, which has been mbst satisfactory, 
was opened Dec. 15, 1902, with Miss Elizabeth Browning as 
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dietitian. The nurses receive six weeks practical experience 
in cooking and in addition two classes of two hours each are 
held weekly in which they receive special instruction in the 
chemistry and preparation of invalid food. 

A fair was given by the nurses to raise money for the 
purchase of reference books for the training school library. 
Six hundred dollars were realized and a number of good books 
have been added, which have proved of much benefit to the 
school. 

To the executive committee, superintendent, and members 
of the visiting staff we wish to express our gratitude for their 
kindly and most substantial interest in our school.

PROSPECTUS 



OF THE 



TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 



ADMISSION OF PUPILS TO THE TRAINING 

SCHOOL. 

1. The Directors of the Hartford Hospital have made 
arrangements for giving at the Hospital a three-years training 
to women desirous of becoming professional nurses. The de- 
mand for hospital-trained nurses is great, and a well-trained 
nurse is practically sure of sufficient work after graduation. 

2. Persons wishing to receive tlie course must apply to 
the Lady Superintendent of the Training School, when, upon 
approval of the Executive Committee, they will be received as 
pupil nurses in the school. 

3. Candidates must be unmarried or widowed, over 
twenty-one and under thirty-live years of age ; they must pre- 
sent a certificate of sound health from their physician; also 
a certificate from some responsible person of their good 
character. 

4. Applicants will be received for two months on proba- 
tion, during which time they will be boarded and lodged at the 
expense of the Hospital, but will receive no compensation if 
they leave before the expiration of the second month or are 
found incompetent. During this period they will be required 
to undergo a physical examination by a member of the Visiting 
Staff, to pass upon their physical fitness to continue their 
course. 

5. The Lady Superintendent of the school will have full 
power to decide as to the fitness of the nurses for the work, 
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and will report to the Executive Committee the propriety of 
dismissing or retaining them at the end of the second month's 
probation. 

6. The same authority can discharge them in case of mis- 
conduct or inefficiency, subject to the approval of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 

7. They v^^ill reside in the Nurses' Home, and serve as 
assistants in the wards of the Hospital; the third year they 
will be assigned by the Lady Superintendent, either to act as 
nurses in the Hospital, or to be sent to private cases among 
the rich or poor. When in service they are expected to wear 
the Hospital uniform. 

TRAINING. 

Those persons complying with the foregoing conditions 
will be accepted as pupils by signing a written agreement to 
remain at the school for three years, and to conform to the 
rules of the Hospital. 

The instruction includes : 

1. The dressing of blisters, sores, and wounds; the prep- 
aration and application of fomentations, poultices, and minor 
dressing. 

2. Application of leeches and subsequent treatment. 

3. Administration of enemas, the use of the female 
catheter, and giving of baths. 

4. The care of the patient's room, the principles of ventila- 
tion, and their practical application. 

5. The best method of friction to the body and extrem- 
ities. 

6. Management of helpless patients, moving, changing, 
managing positions, and preventing bed sores. 

7. Emergencies and their treatment, bandaging, making 
bandages and rollers, and lining splints. 

8. Making beds and changing sheets while the patient is 
in bed. 
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9- That no part of the Hospital is clean if it can be made 
cleaner. 

ID. Diet, cooking, and massage. 

The pupils are taught to prepare food, drinks, and stimu- 
lants for the sick ; all that pertains to night in distinction from 
day nursing ; to report to the physicians accurate observations 
of the state of the secretions, excretions, pulse, skin, appetite, 
temperature of the body, intelligence (as to delirium or stu- 
por), breathing, sleeping, condition of wounds, eruptions, 
formation of matter, effect of diet, stimulants, and medicine, 
and to learn the management of convalescents. 

Instruction will be given by attending and resident physi- 
cians and surgeons at the bedside, and in various other ways 
by the Matron and her assistants, and under their direction 
by the head nurses. 

The pupils will pass through the various wards, serving 
and being taught. They will be supplied with board and 
lodging, and will be paid for their clothing and personal ex- 
penses eight dollars a month for the first, ten dollars a month 
for the second, and twelve dollars a month for the third year. 
This sum, with their education, is considered a full equivalent 
for their services. When the full term of three years is com- 
pleted, the nurses thus trained, after passing a final examina- 
tion, will receive diplomas, certifying to their knowledge of 
nursing, their ability and good character. The medal and 
diploma, or either, of any graduate of the Training School 
may be revoked for cause by the Executive Committee.

Report of the Old People's Home for the year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1903. At the beginning of the year there were 70 
inmates — 55 females and 15 males, being 59 permanent in- 
mates and 1 1 boarders ; their ages being as follows :

TERMS OF ADMISSION. 



Article I. Applicants for admission to the Old People's 
Home must be citizens of the County of Hartford, persons of 
good character, not under sixty years of age, and in reduced 
circumstances. 

Article II. The preliminary conditions of admission for 
permanent inmates will be as follows, viz. : 

Applicants over the age of sixty years will be required to 
pay $i,ooo on admission. 

This admission fee must be paid to the Treasurer of the 
Hospital upon the entrance of applicant.* 

Applicants for temporary accommodations in the Home 
will be charged such a sum as the Executive Committee may 
find necessary to cover the expenses of board, washing, etc. 

Such occupancy will be limited at^ the discretion of said 
committee. 

Article III. A probationary period of two months will 
be required before the applicant can be confirmed as a per- 
manent inmate of the Home. 

Article IV. Applications for admission must be made 
to the Executive Committee, and a full statement of the cir- 
cumstances of the applicant must be given. 

Article V. Every person admitted as a permanent in- 
mate shall sign and execute, in a book kept by the Superin- 
tendent, the agreement and conveyance hereto annexed. 

Article VI. No article of furniture shall be brought into 
the institution without the consent of the Executive Commit-

will be refunded, after deducting the price of the board, etc., while a 
resident of the Home. 
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tee; such articles as shall be admitted shall be and become 

^ the absolute property of the Hospital. 

Article VII. Form of agreement: The undersigned 
having been received as a permanent inmate and beneficiary of 
the Old People's Home, a department of the Hartford Hos- 
pital, in the city of Hartford, now, in consideration of the bene- 
fits assured to me as such beneficiary and of my admission 
^ereto, I do hereby assent to and promise compliance with 
the rules and regulations of such Home as they exist at the 
date hereof, and as the same shall be made, amended, or modi- 
fied thereafter, and I do hereby sell, assign, set over, and con- 
vey unto the Directors of the Hartford Hospital, and their 

^ successors and assigns forever, all the goods, chattels, effects, 

/ and personal property of every kind, and all real estate, where- 

soever the same may be situated, which I now possess, or to 
which I shall hereafter become entitled during my residence 
at the Home ; and I hereby make and appoint the Treasurer of 
the Hartford Hospital, and his successor and successors in 
office, my attorney and trustee irrevocable, with full power 
and authority to demand, receive, collect, and recover said 
property, effects, and claims for the purposes hereinbefore 
and hereinafter stated, to pay and deliver the same to said 
Home. It is also understood that I may at any time terminate 
my connection with the Home, and that the Executive Com- 

) mittee of the Hospital may in their discretion, at any time, 

require me to do the same. It is, however, understood that, 
upon payment to said Hospital of such sum or sums of money 
as fixed by the Executive Committee as a fair compensation 
for my support, and charges against me to the full extent, 
and for all the term in which I shall have been an inmate of 
said Home, then I am to receive from said Hospital such prop- 
erty as I have transferred to it, or the proceeds of such prop- 
erty as the Executive Committee may have disposed of. 
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HOUSE RULES. 



Article I. — Duties of Matron. 

The Matron shall have the general care of the domestic 
affairs of the Home and of the inmates, subject to the direc- 
tion of the Superintendent and Executive Committee. No 
person will be permitted to interfere or find fault with the 
Matron ; but if any inmate has cause for complaint, application 
must be made to the Executive Committee, who will receive 
any statement and take action thereon as they think proper. 
She shall see that all inmates, who are able to do so, shall take 
their meals at the family table, and that proper order is pre- 
served ; also, that suitable food shall be provided for the sick. 

Article II. — Duties of Inmates. 

Any inmate wishing to leave the house to visit friends or 
otherwise must apply to the matron for her assent, stating 
where he or she intends going, and when he or she expects 
to return. Every inmate who is able to do so will be required 
to keep his or her room neat and clean, and the furniture in 
order, and make themselves generally useful. Any inmate 
who shall be guilty of circulating reports injurious to the 
reputation of the Home, criticising or finding fault with the 
management, creating dissatisfaction or disturbance among its 
inmates, shall be admonished, and on repetition of such offense 
shall hereby forfeit his or her privileges, and be dismissed 
from the institution. It shall not be allowable for the male 
or female inmates to visit each other's rooms, but they, may 
meet in the corridors, which will always be open to them. 
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Article III. — Visitors. 

The friends of inmates, and the public generally, may visit 
the Home on Thursday, between the hours of lo and 12 
o'clock A. M., and from 2 to 4 o'clock p. m. At other times 
visitors will be admitted only by permission of the Superin- 
tendent or Matron. 

Article IV. — Physicians. 

No physician except those connected with the Hospital 
will be allowed to attend the inmates, except by permission of 
the Chairman or some member of the Executive Committee. 
\

' Article V. 

No spirituous liquors shall be brought into the Home, nor 
shall any be used by any inmate, unless the same be prescribed 
by the attending physician, and placed in charge of and ad- 
ministered by the Matron. 

Article VI. 

The lights shall be extinguished in the rooms of the in- 
mates at nine in the evening, and in the halls and corridors 
I at 10 p. M., unless the Matron, for good reasons, directs other- 

f wise. 

Article VII. 

Upon the death of an inmate, the Matron shall immediately 
notify the Executive Committee, and also the friends, as far 
as their address mav be ascertained. Should the funeral take 
place from the Home, the arrangements shall be uniform in 
all cases, and shall be made under the direction of the Execu- 
tive Committee. The friends of the deceased may defray the 
expenses, or remove the remains elsewhere for interment by 
permission of the Superintendent. 
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Article VIII. 

Willful violation of any of these rules or regulations by any 
of the inmates shall render such person liable to dismissal, in 
which case he or she shall not be entitled to a return of any 
moneys paid by such individual; such clothing or other per- 
sonal effects belonging to the person dismissed may be taken. 
The Executive Committee may make such dismissal. Persons 
expelled will not be permitted to visit the Home under any 
circumstances. In all matters of difference between the in- 
mates the decision of the Superintendent shall be conclusive, 
until modified or reversed by the Executive Committee. The 
orders of the Superintendent and Matron, in all matters relat- 
ing to the domestic government of the family, must be ob- 
served by all inmates; such orders must be reported to the 
Executive Committee.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS. 



To His Excellency y Abiram Chamberlain ^ Governor : 

Sir : — The striking feature of the affairs of the Connecticut State 
Prison for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1903, was the dip in 
population. The average daily census of convicts, showing a singular 
shrinkage, was 463. That figure, slimmer than for any recent year, 
was 37 below the daily average for 1902, and was smaller by 34 than 
the average for the previous half decade. The largest number in con- 
finement at one time in the course of the year was 489 as against a 
maximum of 526 in 1902, and an average of 513 for the five years 
prior to the last. The minimum count for the twelvemonth, drop- 
ping to 451, was also strikingly small and has not been surpassed in 
littleness since 1898. The abridgement of the convict colony at 
Wethersfield is still further attested by the commitments, which for 
the year numbered only 140, and which, 72 less than the annual aver- 
age for the five previous years, were scarcely 48 per cent, as numerous 
as the admissions to the institution in 1898. 

Accompanied by no corresponding diminution of the jail census 
of the State, the decrease of the prison population, at once great and 
gratifying, is not easily explained, but it is probable that several in- 
fluences, all of which were active but none of which was dominant, 
jointly operated to beget the reduction. The indications, however, 
are that the decline was only temporary and that the contraction of 
last year's statistics will not immediately be duplicated. The down- 
ward trend has, in sooth, already been arrested and at this writing a 
moderate expansion of the felon population at Wethersfield has begun. 

The earnings from productive labor during the year 
Finances aggregated ^52,661, and in proportion to the popula- 
tion of the prison exceeded those of any recent fiscal 
twelvemonth. In their total the revenues from labor transcended the 
average for the eight previous years by more than $7,000, and have 
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been matched in magnitude only once in the history of the institution. 
That was in 1902 when, with an average daily population of 37 in 
excess of that of last year, the earnings exceeded by $1,217 those for 
1903. Productive labor which is steady and stimulating not only ex- 
erts a wholesome influence on the moral and pjiysical welfare of the 
convict and is an effective aid to discipline but it also lessens the, 
burden on the taxpaying shoulder. 

wSupplementary revenues of $3,276 derived from various sources 
bring the total income of the year up to $55,937. As a result of the 
excellent financial showing for the past two years $27,026 of the leg- 
islative appropriation for the biennial period, or approximately 34 
per cent, of the entire grant, was unexpended and remains in the State 
treasury. The insane ward at the prison, which was first occupied in 
1898 and which secures exemption from the objections, both practical 
and sentimental, incident to the former policy of transferring demented 
convicts to the Connecticut Hospital for the Insane at Middletown, 
yields no appreciable revenue and necessarily adds considerably to 
the cost of institutional maintenance. 

The volume of sickness at the prison during the 
year was small, and the general health of the convicts 
and has seldom been better. The systematic efforts which 

Deaths have been made during the past few years to improve 

the sanitary conditions of the plant and w^hich have 
been supplemented by careful study of the diet of the prisoners have 
been accompanied by a fluctuating but generally declining rate of 
mortality. Four deaths occurred in the course of the year. The 
number, less than for anv one twelvemonth for over a decade and a 
half, was probably abnormal in its smallness and cannot be main- 
. tained except under highly favorable conditions. The death rate was 
8.6 per 1,000 population, which is a substantially lower ratio of mor- 
tality then obtained in the State at large. One of the decedents was 

an inmate of the insane ward. 

■ 

A considerable fraction of the convicts is physically unsound at 
the time of commitment, and many others, enfeebled by excesses and 
by irregular habits, are easily susceptible to disease. Pulmonary 
tuberculosis, a malady which is peculiarly difficult to combat in prison 
and which is remorseless, almost, in its ravages, was somewhat less 
prevalent than usual doing the year. 
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Acting under authority conferred by the indetermin- 
Paroles ate -sentence law, the board of parole, consisting of the 

directors and the warden, conditionally released six pris- 
oners in the course of the year. The effort to exercise with caution 
and conservatism the powers of parole is steady and serious. The 
number of paroles granted, which, in truth, is significantly small, 
would probably have been larger except for the fact that in the cases 
of several persons who were otherwise proper subjects for provisional 
discharge the interval between the expiration of the maximum and 
the minimum limits of their sentence was so short that no adequate 
opportunity to apply the parole test was supplied. The board does 
not deem it advisable, except in extraordinary instances, conditionally 
to release a convict whose maximum term would end within six 
months of the issuance of the parole. And, indeed, a much longer 
period than that seems to the board to be desirable in order to employ 
the parole policy to the best advantage and to secure the largest social 
benefits from the operation of the system. 

The reports of the warden, of the chaplains and of the physician 
and various statistical tabulations, showing in detail the workings of 
the institution for the year, are appended.

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REPORT OF THE WARDEN. 



To the Honorable Board of State Prison Directors: 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to submit herewith the financial 
and statistical tables, which, together with the reports of the 
physician and the chaplains, show the operations of the Connecticut 
State Prison for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1903. 

. In its discipline and in the moral and physical condition of its 
prisoners the institution has maintained its usual high standard. 

The lowest number in confinement during the year was 451 on 
June 3, and the highest number was 489 on September 29 and 30. 
The average daily population was 463.18, compared with last year's 
population of 500.1, a decrease for the year of 37. 



FINANCE. • 

Of the $80,000 appropriation for the fiscal years ending Septem- 
ber 30th, 1902 and 1903, there was left in the State treasury an unex- 
pended balance of $27,026.69. The amount earned from convict 
labor during the past year was $52,661.22, and the revenues from all 
other sources were $3,276.54, making a total income for the year of 
$55,937.76. The total cost of maintenance per capita was 44.7 cents 
per day, or $163.15 per year. The average cost per capita per day for 
provisions was : officers (including the Warden's household), 37.8 
cents ; prisoners (including those in the insane ward), 7.7 cents ; 
prisoners in the hospital, 13.03 cents. 

The cost of all food and other supplies has advanced, and this 
fact has inevitably increased the cost of maintenance. 

Of the unexpended balance of the $13,749.64 of the Building and 
Improvement Fund, $2,000 was, by special act of the Legislature, set 
aside to aid in constructing a macadam road to the Wethersfield 
dock. The remaining $11,749.64 lapsed. 
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SUMMARY. 

A high standard of discipline has been maintained. No escape 
took place. One attempt at escape was made. One convict who 
escaped in 1898 was recaptured. The health of the convicts has been 
good, there being but four deaths and no epidemics during the year. 

The night school for the illiterates was conducted through the 
school year with success. The teachers (all prisoners) were faithful 
and earnest in the discharge of their duties. The Christian Endeavor 
Society was also continued for the same period with good results. 

Members of the State Board of Charities have been regular in 
their visits to the prison and have been helpful to both the prisoners 
and the management. 

The Connecticut Prison Association has been zealous and faith- 
ful in the performance of its duties in aiding discharged and paroled 
prisoners. 

Teachers for the Sunday School have been regular in attendance. 
The Young Men's Christian Association and the Catholic Societies of 
Hartford, have as in the past, provided the teachers, who have been 
earnest workers and whose efforts have been highly appreciated by 
the prisoners and officers. 

I am under obligations to the Hartford Christian Endeavor 
Union, Mr. Charles H. Keyes of Hartford, the Hon. Homer S. Cum- 
mings of Stamford', and a score of other ladies and gentlemen for 
various courtesies during the year.

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REPORT OF THE PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN. 



To the Honorable Board of Directors of the State Prison : 

Gentlemen :-^The following is my report as Protestant chap- 
lain of the State Prison for the year ending September 30, 1903 : 

RELIGIOUS WORK. 

Each Sunday morning during the year the regular preaching ser- 
vice has been held in the chapel, and from October i to June i the 
Christian Endeavor meeting has been kept up on Thursday evenings. 
The preaching has held the interest and attendance of the prisoners in 
a gratifying manner, and is believed to have been a source of inspira- 
tien and uplift to many. The aim of the Christian Endeavor meet- 
ings has been to train the members in simple and practical Bible 
truth, and this meeting is considered to be of great benefit in its effect 
on character. The average attendance has been about 80. 

As in former years, the Sunday School has been efficiently taught 
by volunteers from the Hartford Young Men's Christian Association, 
and it is a pleasure to acknowledge with gratitude their unselfish and 
noble work. 

The confidence and friendship of the prisoners has been sought in 
personal cell-to-cell visitation, and some degree of brightness and 
cheer, as well as healthier and more steadfast purpose, has been infused 
into the sad lives of such as ha\e welcomed these ministrations. 

EDUCATIONAL WORK. 

The night school has been faithfully kept up for three evenings of 
the week between October i and June 1. The principal aim has been 
to give the illiterates the ability to read and write, especially to the 
extent of conducting their own correspondence in English. The fun- 
damental rules of arithmetic have also been taught, and in a few of 
the classes somewhat more advanced instruction in that science has 
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been given. There have been eleven classes, composed of a great 
variety of nationalties, European, Asiatic and African, as well as 
American. The teaching has- been done by educated prisoners, and 
has been carried on with faithfulness and often with marked ability. 

The library of over 4,300 volumes has also been an educational 
force of great value to the prisoners. About 24,900 volumes have 
been drawn from the library during the year. An important addition 
to the resources of the library has been a new set of the Universal 
Cyclopedia, which has added very materially to the facilities for ref- 
erence often desired by the more intelligent prisoners. In addition 
to the volumes from the library a large number of good books and 
periodicals belonging to prisoners or contributed by those interested 
in their welfare have been in constant circulation. 4,165 volumes 
have been covered or re-covered during the year, 51 new magazines 
bound and 265 volumes repaired. The Monthly Record has also been 
maintained through voluntary prison talent and has kept up its reg- 
ular monthly visits. Its high standard of excellence has been main- 
tained, and it has become a welcome guest in every cell. 

To those gentlemen and ladies who at various times have con- 
tributed to the enjoyment and profit of the prisoners by lectures and 
musical entertainments, we wish to record our sincere thanks. Their 
kindly efforts have been very greatly appreciated by the prisoners. At 
this place also we wish to acknowledge with gratitude the contribu- 
tions of flowers from the ladies of the Flower Mission, and the gift of 
money by the King's Daughters Society of Hartford to purchase fruit 
for sick prisoners.

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REPORT OF THE ROMAN CATHOUC CHAPLAIN. 



To the Honorable Board of Directors of the State Prison^ fames 
W. Cheney^ President : 

Gentlemen :-^Another year with all its cares and troubles, with 
a41 its pleasures, joys and responsibilities, has drifted down the stream 
of time, never more to return, since I submitted to your Honorable 
Board my last report. 

During that time many an unfortunate has come under my per- 
sonal supervision, seeking advice and consolation. My work among 
the Catholic inmates of the prison has been carried on in about the 
same manner as in the past. Every Sunday at 8.30 o'clock the Holy 
Mass is celebrated, and an instruction is given on such subjects as are 
considered suitable to the conditions, requirements and circumstances 
of the men and calculated to develop in them a better knowledge of 
Christian truths. The Sunday School classes have been held every 
Sunday, in the chapel, from 9.30 to 10.30 o'clock. The teachers are 
selected from the St. Vincent de Paul Society, of Hartford, and are 
of valuable assistance to us in their endeavor to reclaim the unwary 
and wayward. These devoted young men give their services free and 
inculcate such dogmas of religion as are calculated to be a source of 
much comfort and consolation, as is evident from the good attend- 
ance of the men and from the earnestness manifested on such 
occasions. 

When Catholic prisoners are sick, I visit them frequently in the 
hospital, assist them in their spiritual wants and extend to them the 
comforts of their religion. At the beginning of each year, and again 
at Easter time, the prisoners have an opportunity of receiving the 
Sacrament of Penance and Holy Eucharist. In order that no one may 
be deprived of those golden moments of grace I have brought to the 
prison, on those occasions, clergymen who were able to converse with 
the foreigners who can speak only their own language. 



• 
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The prison library is splendidly equipped with an excellent num- 
ber of Catholic works, for which we are deeply indebted to Warden 
Garvin. The Catholic Transcript and other wholesome newspapers 
and periodicals are distributed weekly to the men. 

It affords me great pleasure to insert in this report that the Right 
Rev. Michael Tierney, D.D., Bishop of Hartford, visited the prison on 
Sunday, June 14, and confirmed a class of twelve. This was the 
first time that the Sacrament of Confirmation was conferred in this 
institution. The zealous bishop spoke very fatherly to the candidates 
before and after the ceremony. At the invitation of the Warden, he 
addressed the Sunday School in kindly and pathetic words, giving 
good, wholesome advice to the men. When the bishop finished his 
discourse the Warden escorted him through the prison and pointed 
out to him the vast improvements that have been made since his 
Lordship was chaplain. Needless for me to say that the good Bishop 
was highly delighted with the excellent condition of the institution, 
and the courteous and gentlemanly treatment by the Warden. 

Allow me in conclusion, gentlemen, to express to you my deep 
esteem for past favors, and to tender my sincere appreciation and 
gratetul thanks to Warden Garvip and subordinate officers for their 
many acts of kindness during my various visits to the prison.

To His Excellejicy , Abiram Chamberlain, Governor of the 

State of Coiuiedicut. 

Sir: — The Trustees of the Connecticut School for Boys 
respectfully make report of their stewardship during the 
fiscal year closing September 30, 1903. As heretofore, ref- 
erence is made for many matters of detail, to the reports 
of the Sup«rintend.ent and other officers which are made a 
part of this report. 

The year just completed has not been marked by any im- 
portant changes in the conduct of the institution or by any 
considerable increase in the material equipment of the School. 
While many additions to the facilities of the School were to 
be desired, it was deemed wiser to adhere to the policy of 
making only such improvements as the stated income of 
the School would permit, and thus avoid any application to 
the General Assembly for a special grant from the state 
treasury. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year it was foreseen that 
with the greatly increased outlay for meat and fuel, and 
the increasing cost of all repairs and new construction, it 
would not be possible to enter upon improvements involving 
any considerable expense, and hence attention was given 
to the completion of plans already under wa}^ and the general 
improvement of the property of the state. First in order was 
the finishing and equipment of the metal w^orking branch 
of the manual training department. Many vexatious delays 
were encountered, but early in the year 1903, everything 
was in good working order, and as good facilities were pravid- 
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ed for the clavSses in iron working as for those receiving in- 
struction in the wood working branch. The facilities en- 
joyed by the boys in the State School in both branches, are 
now equal to those of any school of manual training. 

Cottages B and C have been painted; the iron fence upon 
the Colony Street front of the property of the vState has been 
repainted; two barns have been shingled; a much needed 
addition to the wagon shed has been constructed; several 
hundred feet of flag w^alks have been laid; and fully as 
much attention as usual given to general repairs, in accord 
with the policy of the trustees to keep the property of the 
state in first class repair, and to take in time the stitch that 
proverbially saves nine. 

The farm equipment has been enlarged by the purchase 
of a portable engine, boiler, and ensilage cutter, so that now 
the farmer is able to cut fodder crops and fill the silo, 
when conditions and weather permit, and is no longer com- 
pelled to depend upon the uncertainty of being able to employ 
outside help and machinery at the right time and under 
proper weather conditions. 

In the printing department new type has been purchased 
and in consequence much better results can be obtained 
than were possible with defective and w^ornout type. 

Considerable attention has been given to the library. A 
new catalogue arranged on the Dewey Decimal System has 
been completed, and new^ cases constructed to furnish room 
for the constantly increasing number of books. In the selec- 
tion of books, care has been taken to purchase standard 
authors, and works calculated to furnish the boys not only 
with entertaining and instructive reading, but also with 
good literature in the V^est sense of that oft-times abused ex- 
pression. The credit for the improvement in the library is 
mainly due to the intelligent and pamstaking direction of 
the Superintendent, and the increasing use of the library 
by the boys shows that his work is appreciated by them. 

School room facilities have tiot been overlooked and sev- 
eral of the school rooms have been provided with new black 
boards. Text books have been chosen with an intelligent 
regard for the wants and capacities of the boys. The teach- 
ers in the main have done good work, and the results 
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obtained compare favorably with those reached in the best 
public schools, when the time devoted to school room work 
and the character and previous instruction of the pupils is 
considered. 

The manual training department in all its branches con- 
tinues to commend itselt to all well wishers of the institution. 
So far the trustees have been able to retain the services of 
Supervisor Hitchcock, and under his able management the 
good results heretofore noted still continue. The metal 
working branch of the department, though in full operation 
for less than a year, is meeting all expectations, and bids 
fair to prove as useful and helpful as the wood working 
branch. With very few exceptions, all pupils in the manu- 
al training department develop a great interest in the work, 
acquire a considerable skill in the use of tools, and lay the 
foundation for future usefulness as reputable mechanics. 

One hundred and twenty boys are now enrolled in the man- 
ual training classes, and classes are so arranged that about 
double that number of boys will receive instrudlion in this 
department during each year. Special attention is called to 
the report of Supervisor Hitchcock, where may be found 
many interesting details respecting the work done by the 
classes. 

In previous reports allusion has been made to the useful- 
ness of the School band, and another year's experience but 
confirms the views heretofore expressed. Many of the band 
boys upon parole obtain self supporting positions in bands 
of good standing, and, as in former years, some secure po- 
sitions in United States Army bands. 

In the matter of discipline, the year has been marked by 
a general respect for the authority of the officers, and a 
spirit of obedience to the rules and restraints established 
for the government of the School. The trustees still adhere 
to the policy of placing the boys as far as possible upon 
their honor, and making their privilege of parole depend 
upon their conduct. Nearly all serious infractions of disci- 
pline are found to be due to the acts or influence of a few 1 
of the older boys, usually those whose conduct has been i 
such as to make their parole unwise, if not wholly imprac- 
ticable. The influence of a single boy who has reached 
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the age of seventeen years or more , and who has wholly failed 
to appreciate and profit by the privileges of the School, is 
frequently baneful in the extreme. Younger boys are apt 
to look up to such a one and be influenced by his evil ex- 
ample. It is to be hoped that with the establisliment of a 
State Reformatory, legislation will be enacted permitting, 
under proper conditions, the transfer of some such boys 
from the State School to the Reformatory. Something in 
the way of prison discipline is required in many such cases. 
The parental supervision and restraint method of treatment 
administered in the School has failed, in some instances, to 
reach such boys. As the School is wholly without the safe- 
guards, restraints and means of confinement and punish- 
ment provided in reformatories, it cannot deal properly 
with thCvSe refractory boys, while their presence in the insti- 
tution is a detriment to the younger and more tractable 
boys, and a constant menace to good order and proper disci- 
pline. So far as possible, the older and viciously inclined 
boys are kept apart from the others, but they are so few in 
number that complete segregation cannot be accomplished. 
Could they be transferred to a reformatory, great good 
would result to this School, and such removal would give 
them one more chance to reform. Under existing laws the 
School is usually only a place of detention until discharge 
at the age of twenty-one years, in such exceptional cases. 

The work of the chaplain continues to be of great benefit. 
Stated religious services and Sunday school instruction are 
indispensable, and are sedulously maintained. The per- 
sonal intercourse of the chaplain with the bo3^s, his whole- 
some advice and suggestions, and his heart to heart talks 
with individuals have been attended with the happiest 
results. 

The School has been free from all contagious and infec- 
tious diseases during the year, and there has been but little 
sickness. This result is largely due to the scrupulous fidel- 
ity to his trust of the physician of the School, and the never 
failing watchfulness of the officers. Variety of occupations, 
abundant, wholesome and well-cooked food, out of door em- 
ployments, reasonable opportunities for boys' sports and 
games, gymnastic exercises, and long walks in the winter 
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season are all doubtless potent factors in bringing about 
the happy result. 

The report of the State Agent contains valuable informa- 
tion concerning his work in connection with the paroled 
boys. The good resulting from his visitations can hardly 
be over-estimated. In many instances the future of a pa- 
roled boy depends principally upon the home and surround- 
ings to which he goes after leaving the School. That so 
few boys are returned to the School for serious fault after 
their parole is due very largely to the care and good judg- 
ment of the State Agent in investigating homes, and the fi- 
delity with which he visits and couUvSels paroled boys. 

The beginning of the fiscal year found the balance in the 
hands of the Treasurer of the School somewhat levSS than 
usual, but Still sufficiently large to furnish adequate work- 
ing capital, in a year where no unusualh' large outlays 
were contemplated. As already mentioned, the expense of 
fuel and m^at supplies was much larger than in preceding 
years. While the cost of all labor and materials for build- 
ing and repairs continues high, it has been practicable to make 
contracts for fuel and meat for the current year on much 
more favorable terms than last j^ear. The extension of the 
manual training work tends still farther to reduce the 
amount of revenue derived from the chair shops. Exper- 
iments are now under way, looking to a partial substitution 
of another line of profitable labor for the chair work, and if 
they prove successful, some portion of the loss of income 
above referred to, will be made good by reason of the greater 
profitableness of the new work. The cash balance on hand 
after the payment of all September bills is $1096.3 1 . To this 
is to be added the September payments from the State Treas- 
urer, not received until after September 30, 1903, amounting 
to $5441.16, an amount differing little from last year. 
Whether the financial condition of the School will warrant the 
undertaking of any important improvement cannot be defi- 
nitely determined until later in the year. 

The number of changes in officers and teachers during 
the year has been larger than common. Some of the chan- 
ges have been occasioned by ill health, a few have been for 
the good of the service, but in the main the changes have 



been due to the desire on the part of the persons leaving the 
School to better their condition. Fortunately the Superin- 
tendent has been able to fill the vacancies in a satisfactory 
way, and the School is well served in all departments. 

The trustees desire to bear testimony to the faithful and 
competent services of Superintendent, officers and teachers, 
and to the loyalty they have manifested to the interests of 
the School. Except for this admirable spirit of hearty co- 
operation in good work, the measure of success attending 
the conduct of the School during the past year could not 
have been attained.

In view of the fact that the Supreme Court of our State 
has said that confinement in this School is in the nature of 
a parental restraint, and not in any proper sense punish- 
ment or imprisonment, the average time the boys stay here is 
none too long to inculcate good habits, and prepare them for 
the diflSculties and hardships of life. The means used for 



the reformation of 3*outhful delinquents which the State 
confides to our care are: (i) Discipline; (2) School Instruc- 
tion; (3) Moral and Religious Culture; (4) Industrial Train- 
ing. 

Most of the boys when committed are backward in their 
studies, lacking in moral sense, and except in rare cases 
destitute of knowledge which will be a means to earning a 
livelihood. It takes time to inculcate habits of obedience, 
to gain a fair knowledge of even the common branches 
taught in our schools, while the training of both mind and 
hand in the industrial departments furnishes no opportun- 
ity for brief and careless w^ork. 

The tone of the School during the year has been 
commendable. Acting under the belief that a boy must be 
trusted in order to become trustworthy, the policy of allowing 
every freedom consistent with good morals and good disci- 
pline, has been continued. Violations of our confidence, 
compared with the opportunities afforded, are infrequent. 
The number of the boys w^ho have tried to run away has 
been fewer than in any other year of my administration. 
Among the older boys, principally those who have been re- 
turned because they have failed to maintain the privilege 
of parole, are a few who show^ little or no appreciation of 
the efforts made in their behalf, and whose only motive for 
rendering obedience, appears to be the unworthy one of gain- 
ing the honor badge which will permit release. It is doubt- 
ful if such paroles are justifiable, as there is little encour- 
agement to believe that it will be a means of betterment to 
the paroled, or a benefit to the State through their addition 
to the ranks of law-abiding wage earners. If, however, we 
compelled them to stay until the expiration of their term of 
commitment, the School would be crowded with a class 
whose influence over other boys would be most harmful. 
For such, there should be a place to which they might be 
sent where they would be subject to more rigorous discipline, 
and to harder labor than it is possible to give them here. 

The affairs of the School have progressed smoothly, the 
officers have discharged their duties faithfully, and when 
called upon to perform extra duties, have shown gratifying 
willingness. 
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The usual exhibits which follow have been compiled with 
care, and are correct. 

To you who have made possible by your unvarying 
courtesy and unanimous support whatever measure of suc- 
cess has been attained in the management of the School, 
my sincere thanks are offered.

REPORT OF THE PHYSICIAN. 



71? the Superintendent of the Connecticut School for Boys. 

With the exception of two cases of chicken-pox, the 
School has been free from contagious diseases during the 
past year. 

Owing to the prevalence of contagious diseases through- 
out the State, a rigid precaution is enforced, prohibiting 
relatives and friends who reside in infected districts from 
visiting the School. This precaution and systematic fumi- 
gation of the buildings have unquestionably aided much in 
the prevention of contagious diseases at this institution. 

There was one death during the year, caused by abscess 
of the lung. 

When a boy shows a predisposition to tuberculosis or weak 
lungs, his occupation is changed to outdoor work on the 
farm. 

Twelve boys who complained of their eyes were exam- 
ined, treated, and in those cases where it was found nec- 
essary, were fitted to glasses. 

The sanitary condition of the School buildings is excel- 
lent, and everything seems conducive to the maintenance 
of the good health of the boys.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF 
MANUAL TRAINING. 



To the Sicperlntendent of the Connecticut School for Boys. 

The- school year of 1902- 1903 has witnessed a normal 
continuance and development of work in the Manual 
Training department. More boys have received instruc- 
tion than heretofore, and the course has been extended to 
include more advanced mechanical drawing, technical iron 
work, and forging, tempering and finishing hand made 
steel tools. 

Scarcity of skilled labor, and the tardy delivery of the 
metal working equipment were somewhat tryins^ to 
patience; but once installed and at work, by longer daily 
periods and running over a few days into vacation, we 
w^ere able to complete the course and lay a good foundation 
for future teaching in this branch. 

The number of boys who have received instruction in 
Manual Training during the last school year is as follows: 
In sloyd and technical wood work, and cabinet making 120 
" w^ood turning ..... 48 

*' forging ... .. . . . 24 



Total . . . . . . 192 

The sloyd, technical wood work, cabinet making and 
wood turning classes hav^ followed the lines of work pur- 
sued in previous years, except in cabinet making. The 
pupils being younger and physically smaller than last year, 
we found it unwise to attempt some of the larger pieces of 
furniture; they were beyond the ability, mental and physi- 
cal, of such young boys. 

The public seems especially interested in the tools made 
from steel, and hardened and tempered by our students. 
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A knowledge of chemistry and physics would greatly add to 
the value of the instruction given, but the near approach to 
accuracy in following plans, the finish, and especially the 
efficiency of the tools made by our boys, clearly show 
their interest in the work. 

Enthusiastic interest, in most cases, had to take the 
place of a fair education, but the quality and quantity of 
work completed went beyond expectation. It is easy, 
however, to place too much stress upon the quality and fin- 
ish of a tool, overlooking the more important product of a 
boy who has made it. While heating and pounding, finishing 
and tempering a piece of steel, changing a black bar into a 
polished useful hammer, chisel or screwdriver, a reaction 
has taken place. The boy, himself, has been molded, pol- 
ished and tempered. Those who have gone out from this 
class give evidence of this change in their increased earning 
power, and the facility with which our State Agent finds 
employment for them, but money consideration and a good 
home do not tell the whole story. They are really better 
citizens. 

An important factor in the training of this department is 
the physical development. The course is clearh' defined 
and rigidly followed, except where the strength of pupils or 
some other well founded reason warrants a change. Boys 
come to the forging after two terms in the other branches of 
Manual Training, and are not novices in the use of tools. 
They know there will be something to do, and get what 
they are looking for when they enter the class. 

In the warmer months, to see a class of boys, bare-armed, 
at forge and anvil, all intent upon their work, and dripping 
with perspiration, would prove that they are interested in 
at least one thing which is neither mischievous nor evil. 
The pride they take in heavy work is nearer to the spirit of 
a football game than anything I know of. 

There are many degrees of enthusiasm (to one who knows 
them) and as many dispositions as would be found among 
the same number of boys anywhere. 

An especially interesting boy (now gone out to earn his 
own living) came to us emaciated, listless, sick, and so far 
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lost to himself as not to be interested in work or stud v. 
He would not even play. He j^radually woke up, and took 
the whole Manual Training course, in the latter part of 
which his work was excellent, — better than the average. 
One day, after taking his turn among stronger boys at 
heavy work with a sledge, he stood back, dripping wet, 
doubled up a bare arm to show a not large, but well devel- 
oped muscle, and said: "That's what'U give you muck 
(muscle).'* With a changed nature his whole pride lay in 
strength, and skilful competition with his fellows. Boys 
who start in with a better physique develop proportionally, 
and all gain an honest respect for hard work. 

The record of our boys who go out to make places for 
themselves is interesting and encouraging. Our State 
Agent informs me that many of the Manual Training boys ' 
are working successfully at wages much in advance of those 
earned by boj^s who were paroled before the School was 
equipped to give them this preparation for industrious life. 
Some, though still less than twenty one years of age, have 
reached the point where the power of competition, etc., 
commands them to be careful not to produce too much. 
*'I'm making twelve dollars a week and could easily do 
more, only I'm afraid I'll queer the job," says one boy 
in the wood turning department of a large manufacturing 
concern. The outlook for advancement to such, lies in bet- 
ter education through night schools, or by correspondence, 
or in some accidental happy chance which may clear the 
way for them to do their best every day as they want to. 

The outlook is encouraging from the point of view that 
incorrigible, listless boys are being led to take their 
rightful places with duties and privileges among indus- 
trious men, and to seek a happy life through profitable 
activity.

THE SCHOOL AND ITS HETHODS 



The Connecticut School for Boys, for the delinquent and 
wayward, is beautifully located on a high elevatiou of land 
in the city of Meriden, a thriving manufacturing city with a 
population of 28,000 inhabitants, situated on the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railway, midway between the cities 
of Hartford and New Haven. The buildings of the Institu- 
tion are less than a half mile from the center of the city, and 
are only ten minutes walk from the railroad station. 

The farm belonging to the Institution lies in the rear of 
the buildings, and originally contained one hundred and 
ninety-five acres of land, one hundred acres of which are 
comparatively level, and well adapted to the raising of small 
fruits and garden vegetables, for which purpose it has al- 
ready been largely appropriated. The remainder of the 
land is somewhat broken, a portion being covered with a 
thick growth of small timber, while the remainder furnishes 
good pasturage for the stock. A living stream of pure 
water runs through the farm near the middle. 

The buildings of the Institution are mostly of brick, and 
are well constructed. They consist of one central building, 
five cottage buildings, a church edifice, a large boiler and 
coal house, an ice-house, a bakery, a large hay and cow 
barn, a horse barn and carriage sheds, cattle sheds, wood 
house, etc. 

The main or central building fronts the east, is three hun- 
dred feet long by fifty feet deep, the central portion being 
four stories high above the basement, the wings on either 
side being three stories high. Attached to the rear of the 
main building, on the west, is also a wing one hundred and 
twenty feet long by forty feet wide, which is three stories 
high above the basement. In the basement story of the 
main building are located the kitchen, laundry, engine room, 
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six store rooms, milk room, two large playrooms, two bath 
rooms, and two rooms for storage of coal. The kitchen is 
furnished with four large steam kettles for cooking purposes, 
the steam being supplied from the boiler at the boiler house. 

The bakery and the bread room are conveniently con- 
nected w^ith the kitchen, and under the supervision of a 
practical baker. 

The laundry is supplied with washing machines of modern 
construction, and a large mangle. The accommodations for 
drying clothes by steam are ample. 

The engine room contains an engine of fifteen horse pow- 
er. The power is used in running the machinery of the 
laundry; also for running eight sewing machines and the 
printing press. 

There are two play rooms, one for each division of the 
School, which are nicely furnished with settees sufficient to 
seat all- the boys, and the rooms are pleasantly decorated 
with pictures of various kinds, and are very well supplied 
w4th newspapers and magazines. These rooms furnish a 
pleasant place for the boys who desire to spend a portion of 
their play time in reading or in innocent games. . 

The bath rooms are supplied with a shower bath. By the 
aid of steam the shower can be made of any desired temper- 
ature. The accommodations are so ample that all the boys 
can be thoroughly bathed in thirty minutes. The rooms are 
well provided with looking glasses, combs and brushes, and 
conveniences for obtaining cool drinking water at all times. 

The first story of the main building above the basement 
contains one general office, private office for the Superin- 
tendent, a reception room, a library room, two large school 
rooms with a seating capacity for one hundred boys each, 
two large wardrobe rooms for boyS' Sunday clothing, three 
suites of rooms for officers' use, private dining room and 
kitchen for the Superintendent's family, a large dining room 
and kitchen for the officers of the Institution, two large din- 
ing rooms with a seating capacity for 225 boys, together 
with numerous closets, pantries, halls, etc. 

The second story contains parlors and sitting rooms, bed 
chambers and closets for the Superintendent's family, six 
rooms for officers, four large shop rooms and two sleep- 
ing halls. 
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The sleeping halls have a capacity for comfortably lodg- 
ing two hundred and fifty boys. The halls extend to the 
top of the building, and are sufficiently high to admit of two 
corridors above the main floor. The halls are light and 
pleasant, with good ventilation. They are furnished with 
single bedsteads, good mattresses, feather pillows, and 
plenty' of bedding adapted to the season. The halls are 
also provided with six closets, conveniently located, and 
with hydrants from which good drinking water can be ob- 
tained at all times. A night watchman looks carefully after 
the wants of the boys during sleeping hours. 

The third story, in the center and end wings, contains 
fifteen rooms, which are used for guest chambers and sleep- 
ing rooms for officers of the Institution. In the rear wing 
of this story there is a shop, where boys not otherwise em- 
ployed may work at cane- seating chairs. The shoe shop is 
also on this floor. 

The fourth story of the central portion of the building is 
used for hospital purposes, with rooms for the nurses, etc. 
The hospital contains nine wards, and is provided with hot 
and cold water, and all conveniences necessary for making 
the sick comfortable. 

In the rear of the main building there are two yards, sur- 
rounded by a high fence, in which the boys have ample 
time for exercise and play. There is also a yard of three 
acres of ground containing a pleasant grove of chestnut and 
oak trees, surrounded by a neat picket fence, five feet high 
where the boys are often permitted to play, and where, in 
the summer time, they enjoy their holiday sports. The 
grounds surrounding the building are tastefully laid out 
and are well set with ornamental shrubs and flowers. The 
boys in the main building, or Congregate Department of 
the School, number about two hundred. 

Five cottages have been built, that very comfortably ac- 
commodate fifty boys each. They are built of brick, are 
three stories high above the basement, and cost about 
$16,000 each. The basement contains a large play room, 
a room for storage, two bath rooms and a fruit cellar. All 
the basement rooms are well lighted and warmed, where 
heat is needed. 

The first story contains a large school room handsomely 
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Seated and furnished, officers* private room, a bath room, 
reception room, two dining rooms, a kitchen and pantry 
and two halls. 

The second story contains a sleeping hall for twenty boys, 
hospital room, teacher's room, bath room, room for boys' 
Sunday clothing, a store room for bedding, etc., and a large 
shop room. 

The third story contains a sleeping room for thirty boys, 
a bath room and a store room for bedding. 

The buildings are finished in hard wood, and well fur- 
nished in every department, and lighted with gas, supplied 
with water from the city reservoir, and warmed by steam. 

The buildings differ, architecturally, in their outside ap- 
pearance, but are substantially the same in their interior 
arrangements. Each cottage is supervised by a gentleman 
and his wife, and one lady teacher. They are conducted 
on what is known as the Open, or Family Plan, the boys 
being held in their places by kindness and home influences, 
instead of the more arbitrary appliances of bolts and bars, 
and high fences. 

The Chapel edifice is a beautiful structure, with a seating 
capacity for five hundred boys. It contains a large platform 
with convenient side rooms which afford excellent facilities 
for giving concerts aad other appropriate entertainments. 
A piano stands on, the platform. The Chapel was erected 
at a cost of about $15,000. 

The boiler house is built of brick and stone, and contains 
three boilers of seventy-five horse power each,' a receiving 
tank, force pump and apparatus necessary to supply the 
main buildings with steam sufficient to warm them well, and 
drive all the machinery, besides furnishing storage capacity 
for two hundred tons of coal. 

The farm buildings are commodious, and afford storage 
for all the carriages and small implements necessary for the 
farm and the use of the Institution. The main barn is ot 
brick, slate roofed, eighty-four feet in length by forty-two 
feet in width, and is three stories high. The lower or 
ground floor is used as a manure cellar and for storing the 
winter supply of vegetables, the two being separated by a 
heavy cemented wall of stone. The capacity of these is 
about forty cords of manure and 5,000 bushels of vegetables 
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The middle story contains stalls for 24 cows, and each stall 
is provided with running water and every convenience ne- 
cessary for the cleanliness and comfort of the stock. There 
are also two rooms for such stock as need seclusion. The 
third story contains the driving floor, where, on either side, 
the hay and fodder, as well as the grain, are stored. The 
building is capable of storing one hundred tons of hay, and 
is in all respects a model of convenience and economy of la- 
bor. Situated in one corner of the barn and extending from 
the ground floor to a height of 26 feet is the silo, with a capa- 
city of 1 12 tons. There is also attached to the main barn a 
shed fifty-four by twenty feet, which furnishes additional 
stalls for cattle, as well as protection for the spring water 
with which the stock is supplied. Another building thirty- 
three b}^ twenty feet is used also for storing farm imple- 
ments and machinery. The horse barn, which stands near 
the main barn, is thirty feet in length by twenty-four feet 
in width, conveniently divided into stabling, a harness room, 
and a lodging room for the hostler, while above these is 
ample room for bedding, hay and other feed. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

The Institution is supplied with water from two sources. 
The water of a never- failing spring, one mile and a quarter 
away, owned by the Institution, is connected by a three-inch 
pipe to the buildings and furnishes sufficient for cooking and 
drinking purposes; also all needed water for the barns and 
for irrigation at various points upon the farm. For the 
boilers, laundry, closets, and all general purposes the supply 
is obtained from the city water works. The pressure of this 
water is about eighty-five pounds, and is sufficient to force 
the water to any part of the building in case of fire. The 
Institution has seventeen convenient hydrants and hose, 
that may be used should the necessity for their use occur. 

GAS. 

The Institution is supplied with gas from the city gas works., 

INDUSTRIES. 

Various industries are represented in the Institution 
which give employment to over four hundred boys. In the 
tailor shop where the clothing worn by the boys is made 
and repaired, fourteen boys are employed. In the printing. 
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office from eighteen to twenty boys are engaged in learning 
a useful trade. Six chair shops furnish employment to a 
number of boys, cane-seating chairs. The shoe shop gives 
employment to a small class. The farm and garden, in the 
summer'^time, call for a class of about thirty boys; in the 
winter a small class cares for the stock and 'Hoes the neces- 
sary work about the premises. The laundry, dining rooms, 
kitchen, sleeping halls, etc., all require classes of from six 
to ten boys each. 

In the manual training departments, daily instruction is 
given to one hundred and eight boys. 

FOOD. 

While the dietary of the Institution does not embrace the 
variety ordinarily found on the table of well-to-do people 
the quality of the food daily placed before the boys could 
be no better. The bread is made from the best grades of 
white flour, the meats used are of the best quality, and the 
vegetables are supplied abundantly from the Institution 
gardens, and embrace a full variety of such kinds as are 
found in the best market gardens. Coffee is furnished for 
breakfast and supper, for which all the milk from the In- 
stitution dairy is used, averaging from one hundred to two 
hundred quarts daily. Once a week a bountiful dinner of 
fish, or fish chowder is given. The tables are daily sup- 
plied with butter or syrup, and on Sunday pies are given 
for dinner, and cakes for supper. On Thanksgiving day 
a bountiful turkey dinner is furnished, and on all other 
holidays the tables are spread with many of the delicacies 
of the season. The boys are allowed all they want to eat 
at everv meal, and no bov need ever leave the table hun- 
gry. The tables are nicely covered with white oil cloth 
and are spread with white porcelain ware, silver plated 
knives, forks and spoons. Good manners are taught and 
required at meal time. 

CLOTHING. 

The boys of the Institution are clothed in the best qual- 
ity of all-wool gray cloth for pantaloons, and dark indigo 
blue army goods for jackets. feavy Amoskeag Hickory 
is used for shirting; their caps are made to ordet from blue 
cloth and their shoes and stockings are of good quality. 
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They dress in lighter goods according to the season. 

RECREATION. 

The greater part of the holidays is devoted to recreation 
and play. Portions of each week day, that will equal at 
least two hours of time, are given for play. On Saturday 
afternoons, wh^n the weather is suitable, the boys go to the 
ball grounds in an open field of many acres, where they 
enjoy full freedom in playing ball or such games as may 
suit their tastes best. Concerts and exhibitions are given 
for the benefit of the boys in our chapel. 

RELIGIOUS AND MORAL INSTRUCTIONS. 

Two services are held in the chapel each Sunday; Sun- 
day School in the morning and preaching in the after- 
noon, and are conducted by our own chaplain. 

We use our own lesson leaves, following the "Inter- 
national Lesson*' plan in the Sunday School. These les- 
sons, with the explanations, prayers, responsive exercises 
and music make a very interesting and profitable service. 

The Sisters of Mercy instruct the Catholic boys of the 
School an hour each alternate Sunday, and priests are in 
attendance for mass once in two weeks. 

Devotional exercises are held morning and evening each 
day of the week, and grace is said before all meals. 

There is a moral review every evening, at which time a 
record is made in a book, kept for the purpose, of every 
boy's conduct during the day. These records determine a 
boy's standing in the School at all times. 

SCHOOL. 

The boys in the congregate department attend school 
three hours each week day, ten months in the year. The 
cottage boys attend school three and one half hours each 
week day except Saturday for the same number of months. 
The school embraces nine grades or divisions, which give 
every boy the opportunity to attend a grade adapted to his 
scholarship, and, as a rule, substantial and praiseworthy 
progress is made in study. Much attention is given to the 
subjects of reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic. Any 
boy with an average mind, can, while at the School, obtain 
an education that will fit him to transact the ordinary bus- 
iness of life. 
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MUSIC. 

Much attention is given to music, both vocal and instru- 
mental. All the boys are taught vocal music, and about 
forty boys are under constant training in instrumental or 
band music. Great proficiency is made in both departments. 

THE BAND. 

About forty boys are under instruction several hours each 
day. They are divided into three classes, according to abil- 
ity. The object of practice, it matters not in what profes- 
sion or calling, should be the cultivation of the highest 
possible degree of perfection. The pursuance of a un- 
iform system of instruction each day is closely adhered to. 
When a boy overcomes technical difficulties and learns to 
apply what he has learned correctly, he feels a sense of mas- 
tery in the achievement of that knowledge. The boys have 
a fine band room for practice, also a library of musical litera- 
tUFe, and the leading band journals every month. The 
instruction given the boys will be of lasting benefit to them 
after leaving the School. 

SENTENCE. 

Boys between the ages of seven and sixteen years can be 
sent to the School during minority by any court of record 
in the State. Parents or guardians may secure the admis- 
sion of their sons or wards without process, by paying three 
dollars per week, quarterly in advance, for their board. 

* 

DISCHARGES. 

Boys are dismissed on probation after thej^ obtain the 
* 'Honor Grade," and this grade, by uniform good conduct, 
can be attained in one year after entering the School. By 
indifferent or bad conduct, promotions are lost, and, as a 
result, the time for a boy to remain in the School is 
lengthened. 

The Board of Trustees has discretionary power to dis- 
miss any boy from the Institution whenever the interest of 
the School or the boy will be promoted by such dismissal. f

CIRCULAR OF INFORMATION 

TO 

PARENTS AND GUARDIANS. 



We take the pleasure of informing you that 
your was this day duly received at this In- 

stitution, here to remain during his minority, or until other- 
wise discharged in accordance with the rules of this School. 
Any boy, by uniform good conduct, can reach his "Honor 
Grade" in one year from the time he enters the School. He 
is then given a probationary discharge to go to his home, 
where he will be permitted to remain as long as he does well. 
If his conduct in the School is not good, the time for his re- 
ceiving his probationary discharge will be increased. For 
further information, it is proper to state that the Institution 
is not a prison, but a school for detention and reform, where 
the inmates receive such instruction and training as are 
best adapted to form and perpetuate a virtuous character, to 
establish habits of industry, and to advance them in those 
branches of knowledge which are taught in the Common 
Schools of the State. They are provided with a home in 
every way pleasant and comfortable, are furnished with 
steady employment, of a kind that will aid them in earning 
an honest living after they leave the School. They have ap- 
propriate seasons for recreation and play, are well fed and 
clothed, and, when sick, have the best of care and medical 
attendance. They attend school regularly six days of the 
week, are taught by efficient and experienced teachers, and 
on Sunday enjoy the privileges of the Sunday School and 
regular Chapel service, over which our regular Chaplain 
presides. The Catholic boys of the School receive one 
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hour of instruction each Sunday from the Sisters of Mercy. 

In order to accomplish the wise ends for which this Insti- 
tutioir was established, to wit: the reformation of boys in- 
trusted to its care, it will be necessary for them to remain 
in the School for a sufficient length of time to receive such 
training and discipline as will serve to reform their evil 
ways, and to establish in them correct moral principles and 
habits of industry. 

Applications for the discharge of boys from the Institution 
are frequently made in a short time after their commitment, 
but of course these applications are not entertained . Experi- 
ence has taught the management that the best interests of 
the School are promoted by treating the boys alike, and 
by requiring all to procure their "Honor Badge" before 
leaving the School. If there is a deviation from the rule in 
a single case, every other boy has the right to ask for the 
same deviation in his case, and the Institution would lose 
its reformatory character. 

Parents, guardians and other near friends are permitted 
to visit the boys on the first Wednesday of each month, at 
which time no pains will be spared in giving all information 
sought for in relation to the standing of any boy in the 
School. 

The boys are permitted to write to their friends once a 
month, and the friends are allowed to write to the boys at 
their pleasure. In case of the serious illness of any boy, his 
friends will at once be advised of his condition. 






GENERAL STATUTES. 

RELATING TO THE CONNECTICUT SCHOOL FOR BOYS, 

MERIDEN. 



Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 

General Assembly convened. 

G. S. 1902. §2817. — The Connecticut school for boys at 
Meriden shall remain as established. 

G. S. 1902. §2818. — Its government shall be vested in a 
board of twelve trustees, to be appointed by the senate, one 
from each county, and four from the vicinity of the 
institution. During each regular session of the general 
assembly, the senate shall appoint six trustees, who shall 
hold office for four years from the first day of July following 
their appointment. The governor may fill any vacancy 
which occurs when the general assembly is not in session, 
until its next regular session. 

G. S. 1902. §2819. — The board of trustees shall manage 
said school according to law; adopt rules for its management 
and the maintenance of strict discipline therein; provide 
instruction in religion, morality, and useful knowledge, and 
in some regular course of labor for the inmates; bind them 
out, discharge, or remand them; appoint a superintendent, 
not of their number, and other officers, whom they may 
remove for cause; prescribe their duties and compensation; 
adjust and certify all claims and accounts against said 
school; appoint as treasurer a member of said board, who 
shall give a bond to the state in such sum, not less than 
five thousand dollars, as the trustees shall require, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of his duties, and 
who shall pay all claims against said school after the same 
have been properly certified; and said board shall annually 
report under oath to the governor the condition and rules 
of the school. 
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G. S. 1902. §2820. — The' trustees shall not borrow money 
for the use of the school upon the credit of the state, nor 
make any expenditures thereon, beyond appropriations 
previously made by the general assembly, except from funds 
on hand. 

G. S. 1902. §2821. — The superintendent shall reside at 
the school; have the charge and custody of the inmates and 
property; keep accounts of all receipts and expenditures of 
the school and of all its property in such manner as the 
trustees may require; hold all books and papers open to 
their inspection; and, before he enters upon the duties of 
his office, give a bond to the state in such sum, not less 
than five thousand dollars, as the trustees shall require, 
conditioned that he shall faithfully account for all property 
received bj^ him as superintendent, and faithfully perform 
all the duties incumbent on him as such. 

G. S. 1902. §2822. — The superintendent shall render his 
account of all the receipts and expenses of said school, on the 
thirty- first day of March in each j^ear, to the comptroller, 
the same having been first examined and adjusted by the 
trustees, and the balance on hand shall be the propertj'^ of 
the state, and such part thereof as the comptroller may 
direct shall be paid into the treasury. 

G. S. 1902. S2823. — No court or justice of the peace shall 
commit any child under sixteen years of age as vicious, 
truant, or incorrigible, to any jail, almshouse, or workhouse. 
When any boy under the age of sixteen years shall be 
convicted of any crime or misdemeanor punishable by fine 
or imprisonment, other than imprisonment for life, the 
court or justice of the peace, as the case may be, maj^ 
commit him to the Connecticut school fol* boys, to remain 
until he shall arrive at the age of twenty-one years unless 
sooner discharged by the board of trustees. The judges of 
the crmiinal and police courts of the state, and justices of 
the peace, may commit to the Connecticut school for boys: 
first, any boy under sixteen years of age, who may be liable 
to punishment by imprisonment under any existing law 
of the state, or any law that may be enacted and in force in 
the state; second, with the consent of his parent or guardian, 
any boy iinder sixteen years of age, against whom any 



charge of committing aii}^ crime or misdemeanor shall have 
been made, the punishment of which, on conviction, would 
be confinement in jail or prison; third, any boy under 
sixteen years of age wlio is destitute of a suitable home and 
adequate means of obtaining an honest living, and who is 
in danger of being brought up, or is brought up, to lead an 
idle or vicious life; fourth, any boy under sixteen years of 
age, who is incorrigible, or habitually disregards the 
commands of his father or mother, or guardian, or leads a 
vagrant life, or resorts to immoral places or practices, or 
neglects or refuses to perform labor suitable to his j^ears 
and condition, or to attend school. 

G. S. 1902. §2824, AS AMENDKD 1903. — No boy Under 
ten years of age shall be committed to the Connecticut 
school for boys except upon conviction of an offense for 
w^hich the punishment is imprisonment in the state prison 
or in a county jail. 

G. S. 1902. §2825. — The Connecticut school for boys 
may be used under the authority of the United States for 
the confinement of any boy over the age of ten jxars and 
under the age of sixteen years, convicted in the United 
States court for the district of Connecticut of any crime or 
misdemeanor punishable by fine or imprisonment, other 
than imprisonment for life, who shall be committed to said 
school until he shall arrive at the age of twenty-one years, 
unless sooner discharged by the board of trustees of said 
school; but the expense of supporting and confining any boy 
so committed shall be paid by the United States. 

G. S. 1902. §2826. — Every boy sent to the Connecticut 
school for boys shall remain until he is twenty-one years of 
age, unless vsooner discharged or bound as an apprentice; 
but no boy shall be retained after the superintendent shall 
have reported him fully reformed. 

G. S. 1902. §2827. — When there shall be as large a 
number of boys in said school as can be properly accomo- 
dated, the president of the board of trustees shall give 
notice to the criminal and police courts of the fact; and 
thereafter no boys shall be sent to the school by the said 
courts, until notice shall be given them , by the president 
of the board, that more can be received. 



G. S. 1902. §2828. — The trustees shall have full power 
to place any boy committed to said school during minority, 
at such employment, and cause him to be instructed in such 
branches of useful knowledge as may be suitable to his age 
and capacity; and they may with the consent of any such boy, 
or his parent, or guardians, bind him out as an apprentice 
during his minority, or for a shorter period, to learn a 
trade, or toother employment, as in their judgment will tend 
to his future benefit; and the president of the board shall, 
for such purpose, have power to execute and deliver, on 
behalf of the said board, indentures of apprenticeship for 
any such boy; and such indentures shall have the same force 
and effect as indentures of apprenticeship executed by his 
legal guardian, and shall be filed with the records in the 
office of said school. 

G. S. 1902. S2829. — In case any bo}' so apprenticed shall 
prove untrustworthy and unreformed, the trustees may, at 
their discretion, receive such boy into the Connecticut 
school for boys, to be held in the same manner as before his 
said apprenticeship, and may thereupon cancel the inden- 
tures of such boy. If, in the opinion of the trustees, an)- 
boy apprenticed by them shall have an unsuitable home, or 
if the person to whom such boy is indentured shall become 
unfit or incapable to properly raise or take care of him, the 
trustees may at their discretion return such boy to the school. 

G. S. 1902. §2830. — When a boy is released from the 
school (except by indenture, as in §2828), he shall be re- 
leased on probation, and the board of trustees shall have 
power to send for and return him to the school when, in the 
opinion of a majority of the members of said board, the 
best interests of the boy will be promoted by such return. 

G. S. 1902. §2831. — When any boy committed to said 
school shall have improved in knowledge and behavior 
sufficiently, in the opinion of the trustees of said school, to 
qualify him for useful employment elsewhere, they shall as 
soon as possible place him in a suitable home, with relatives, 
or others, and cause him to be further instructed and 
regularly employed in some trade or useful occupation, 
suited to his age and capacity, until he becomes twenty-one 
years of age. 
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G. S. 1902. S2832. — The trustees of said school shall 
have and exercise full control of the persons and earnings 
of boys so placed out during their minority, and shall, at 
least once during every period of six months, obtain, by 
authorized visitation or inspection, definite and reliable 
information concerning their general deportment and pro- 
grCvSS in the occupations they are pursuing, and in general 
shall exercise in their behalf the care and supervision of 
guardians. The number and general condition of boys so 
placed out and cared for shall be embraced in the annual 
report of the trustees of the school. 

G. S. 1902. §2833. — Every person who shall entice or at- 
tempt to entice away from said school any boy legally 
committed to the same, or shall knowingly harbor, conceal, 
or aid in harboring or concealing, any boy who shall have 
escaped from said school, shall be fined not more than one 
hundred dollars; and every sheriff, deputy sheriff, constable, 
or officer of local police, and any officer or employee of 
said school, is authorized and directed to arrest any boy who 
shall have escaped from said school, and ];eturn him thereto. 

G. S. 1902. §2834. — The superintendent of said school 
shall present to the comptroller monthly a bill at the rate of 
three dollars a week for the support of each bo\^ committed to 
said school, which, if allowed by the comptroller, shall be 
paid from the state treasury. 

G. S. 1902. §2835. — 1^^^ governor shall appoint in the 
year 1903, and biennially thereafter, an agent of the Con- 
ne<5licut school for boys, who shall hold office for the term 
of two years from the first day of July in the year of his 
appointment. The agent, under the dire<5lion and supervi- 
sion of the board of trustees of said school, shall secure 
suitable homes and employment for boys released from said 
school on probation; shall investigate the condition and 
ability of parents and relations, who petition for the re- 
lease of boys confined in the school; shall furnish suitable 
homes and employment to the boys w^hose release is 
sought; and shall obtain by personal visitation and inves- 
tigation, at least once in every six months during their 
minority, reliable information concerning the condu<5l of 
boys released on probation, the occupations they are pursuing, 
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and the suitableness of the homes in which they are living. 
The agent shall also perform such duties anc assist in such 
work at the school, under the direction of the superinten- 
dent, as the trustees may deem necessary and advisable, to 
give him a personal acquaintance with the boys therein 
confined. Said agent shall immediately make a detailed 
written report to the superintendent of all his visitations, 
and said superintendent shall keep the sauie on file and lay 
it before the executive committee of the board of trustees 
at its regular meetings. The agent, whenever he finds 
that the conduct or home surroundings of any bo}' released 
on probation are unsatisfactory, shall recommend to the 
trustees of the school the return of the boy o the school or 
his removal to a more suitable home. He shall also make, 
annually, a general report of the number and condition of 
all boys placed out from the school, which report shall be 
published with the annual report of the. trustees. 

G. S. 1902. >52847. — Equal privileges shall be granted to 
clergymen of all religious denominations to impart religious 
instruction to tht inmates of the Connecticut school for 
boys * * * * and every reasonable opportunity shall be al- 
lowed such clergymen to give such inmates, belonging to 
their respective denominations, religious and moral instruc- 
tion; and the trustees of * * * * said institution shall pre- 
scribe reasonable times and places, not inconsistent with its 
proper management, when and where such instruction may 
be given, which shall be open to all who may choose to attend. 
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7<:? the Honorable Abiram Chamberlain, Governor of the State of 
Connecticut : * , 

In conformity with the Statutes of 1895, requiring an annual 
report of all Boards and Commissions of the State, the Shell-Fish 
Commissioners have prepared and herewith respectfully submit 
their report for the year ending September 30th, 1903. 

THE COMMISSION. 

The members of the Commission are George C. Waldo, of 
Bridgeport, Christian Swartz, of South Norwalk, and William J. 
Atwater of New Haven. Mr. Atwater was appointed by Gov- 
ernor Chamberlain and his term began on July ist. 

Mr. A. McC. Mathewson continues Clerk of Shell-Fisheries, 
and the Office of the Commission is in Exchange Building, 
on Chapel street, New Haven, rooms 301-303. 

Mr. Charles H. Nichols is employed as engineer. 

THE LAWS. 

The laws governing the oyster industry in Connecticut, as they 
are given in the last revision of the Statutes, will be found in the 
appendix. The new laws enacted at the session of 1903 are given 
below. A Commission has been appointed by the Governor for 
the purpose of meeting the authorities of the State of New York 
in an effort to arrange the laws of the two states governing the 
growing and taking of shell-fish, including lobsters, in state 
waters, with such mutual concessions as may do away with the 
proscriptive element in the laws and admit the citizens of each 
state to equal rights with the citizens of the other in such mat- 
ters. This work was undertaken at the last session of the legis- 
lature, but failed, and it is to continue the effort that the Com- 
mission referred to has been appointed. The members of this 
Commission are Senator Thomas Hamilton, of Groton, Senate 
Chairman of the Committee on Fisheries and Game ; Mr. Alex- 
ander Arnott, of Manchester, House Chairman of the same Com- 
mittee ; Mr. William A. Lewis, of Bridgeport, State Inspector of 
Natural Oyster Grounds, and Messrs Waldo, Swartz and At- 
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water of the Shell-Fish Commission. The members are advised by 
Attorney General King. Mr. B. Frank Wood, State Superintend- 
ent of Shell-Fisheries for New York, has met with the new 
Commission, and with previous committees on the same work, and 
is making every effort in his power to bring about a successful 
issue to the negotiations. 



THE NEW LAWS. 

The following laws relating to the oyster business of Connecti- 
cut were enacted by the legislature of 1903 : 

SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL NO. 230, CHAPTER 37. 

—AN ACT CONCERNING THE SURVEY AND STAK- 
ING OF GROUND FOR SHELL-FISH. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repf esentatives in Gen- 
eral Assembly Convened : 

Section 3,219 of the General Statutes is hereby amended to 
read as follows : Said Commissioners shall, previous to the 
delivery of any instrument conveying the right to plant or culti- 
vate shell-fish on any of said grounds, make or cause to be made 
a survey of the same, and shall locate and delinate the same, or 
cause it to be located or deliniated upon the map aforesaid, and 
upon receipt of said instrument of conveyance the grantee shall 
at once cause the grounds therein conveyed to be plainly marked 
out by stakes, buoys, ranges or monuments, which stakes and 
buoys shall be continued by the said grantee and his legal repre- 
sentatives, and the right to use and occupy said grounds for said 
purposes shall be and remain in said grantee and his legal repre- 
sentatives. 

Approved April 23, 1903. 



SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL NO. 7 1, CHAPTER 128. 

-AN ACT RELATING TO SHELL-FISHERIES. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Assembly Convened: 

Section i. Section 3,236 of the General Statutes is hereby 
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amended by striking out of the second sentence of said section 
the words '*or any cutting-board so-called, or any other contriv- 
ance or device, by the use of which the pressure of the dredge 
on the bottom is increased beyond the weight of the dredge, 
exclusive of the bag or net," so that said section when amended 
shall read as follows : '* There shall not be used on any boat so 
licensed any naphtha, vapor, steam or electric engine, or any 
device operated otherwise than by hand power, for hoisting or 
operating dredges or other implements for gathering oysters, 
clams, mussels, or other shell-fish or oyster shells. No person 
shall use a boat or other contrivance, dragged, operated or pro- 
pelled by steam, naphtha, vapor, or electricity, or any dredge or 
other contrivance weighing more than thirty pounds, exclusive 
of the net or bag, in taking up or dredging for oysters, clams, 
mussels, or other shell-fish, or oyster shells, in any of the waters 
of this State, exept, upon private designated grounds. Nothing 
herein shall be construed to prevent the use of steamboats or 
steam power in taking up or dredging for oysters on private 
designated grounds by the owners thereof, or to prevent the use 
of steam excavators for deepening the waters in places where 
there are no natural oyster or clam beds, or where such beds have 
not existed within ten years, by digging or removing material, 
permission to use such excavators being first given by said Com- 
missioners, which permission shall not be given until after a 
public notice of at least two weeks of the time and place they 
will hear all parties desiring to be heard upon such application, 
which notice shall be posted in the office of the town clerk of the 
town where such grounds are located." 

Sec. 2. The propeller or paddle of any boat so equipped that 
it may be propelled by any naphtha, vapor, steam or electric 
engine, or any other propelling device other than sails or by hand, 
shall be removed while said boat is engaged in dredging for 
oysters, clams, mussels, or other shell-fish upon any natural 
oyster or clam bed. 

Sec. 3. Any person using any boat or vessel contrary to the 
provisions of the two preceding sections shall be punished as 
provided in Section 3,237 of the General Statutes, and any boat 
or vessel which shall be found being used contrary to the two 
preceding sections shall, with its tackles, apparel and furniture. 
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be liable to seizure, and may be proceeded against under the pro- 
visions of Section 3,241 of the General Statues. 

Sec. 4. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect from its passage. 

Approved May 22, 1903. 

THE FINANCIAL REPORT. 

By the financial report for the last fiscal year, it is shown that 
$8,298.93 was collected and $6,117.44 expended by the Commis- 
sion, which last amount does not include the $807.80 for the ex- 
pense of the inspection of mud dumping. The taxes collected 
amounted to $7,91 1.53, a smaller sum than was collected the year 
before when there was a better condition and more prompt pay- 
ment. The grounds are holden, however, for the taxes which 
will be collected hereafter in the main. The receipts for new 
grounds are small, only 278.90 acres having been sold during 
the year. The poor set for the last four years has had its effect 
upon this portion of the business and less new ground has been 
taken up. 

The boat licenses have fallen to twenty-four in number with 
an aggregate payment of $83.50, This, perhaps, more than any 
one thing, points the depression in the business of the workers 
on the natural beds and contrasts very strongly with the showing 
of the year 1900 when 336 licenses were taken out with an ag- 
gregate payment of $934. This depression must continue until 
the conditions change, but a good set next year, approximating 
in quantity and quality that of 1899 will see nearly all of the 
licensees again applying, while a continuation of the misfortune 
of the past four years would be the end of the business for many. 

The few applications for new ground is accompanied by few 
transfers and the fees for recording deeds in the office have been 
small. 

In the expense account for the year there is no especial matter 
that requires mention. The buoying of the natural oyster 
grounds has cost about a third less than last year while the 
repairing and replacing of signals has cost a little more. A refer- 
ence to the table of monthly disbursements of the Commission 
will show that in no department have the expenses exceeded the 
appropriation and that in almost every particular the expenses are 
limited by law and by specific appropriation. 
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The increase in the amount paid by the State for the inspec- 
tion of mud dumping shows that more material has been carried 
to the public dumping grounds, and for inspecting this the State 
pays. It is a fact, also, that there has been greater activity in 
dredging this year than last and the work at several points 
along the coast has been pushed considerably. H. C. Rowe & 
Co. continue to take the greater part of the dredged material. 

BUOYING THE NATURAL BEDS. 

The buoying of the natural oyster beds under State supervis- 
ion has not been as expensive this year as last, but it has been 
needful to keep up the lines to conform to the law and be pre- 
pared in case a set should occur. The receipts from the boat 
licenses which were originally intended to cover this expense 
have been still more inadequate this year than before, but the 
appropriation was made sufficient to adniit of what work it was 
thought desirable, under the circumstances, to do. 

THE TABLES. 

With the exception of the list of licensed boats, the tables in 
this report will not be found to differ essentially from those of 
other recent years. The alphabetical list of persons owning 
oyster grounds in the State grows gradually smaller as consolida- 
tions occur, and those who fail to find the business agreeable 
from one cause or another drop out. The aggregate of grounds 
owned and under cultivation does not decrease much and is likely 
to increase to the extent of the unoccupied available grounds 
under improved conditions, such as may be reasonably expected. 
Not quite so many steamers are recorded as formerly but larger 
and better steamers are being continually built by the leading 
planters and modern improvements wherever sanctioned by 
experience are always added to the new equipment. The con- 
solidation of planting companies has eliminated some of the 
smaller boats but it requires about the same amount of labor and 
appliances to handle the same business whether it is under one 
name or half a dozen. 

In 1894 there were 338 persons or corporations holding 68,. 
686.8 acres of oyster grounds in this State, Since then there 
has been a weeding out as experience has demonstrated the prob- 
abilities of success or failure. Large quantities of ground use- 
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less for oyster planting, but taken on trial, have been turned back 
to the State, while a considerable amount not originally valuable 
has been improved and made available. While the number of 
holders has shrunk by this process and through consolidation 
and incorporation nearly one-half, the aggregate of acres held 
has not suffered a similar shrinkage. To-day there are i8i 
persons or corporations holding 66,745 acres of oyster grounds 
and the planting business is on a firmer and better foundation 
than ever before. The receipts from taxes in 1884 were {87,496.- 
24. This year, from the smaller acreage and smaller number of 
taxpayers, they do not vary materally in amount. 

THE ST. LOUIS FAIR. 

The Commission through its engineer, Mr. Nichols, has se- 
cured .the allotment of space at the St. Louis Fair which will 
take place in the summer of 1904, and has already the material 
for a very satisfactory exhibition. Although the Commissioners 
were not given by the Appropriations Committee the sum which 
they asked for and which in their estimation was commensurate 
with the importance and interest of their exhibit, they hope to be 
able to make a creditable display and to secure as large a share 

of honors as was awarded them at the Buffalo Exposition. 

» 

THE SIGNALS. 

As will be seen by the report of the Engineer, important sig- 
nals have been re-established this year and the work of replacing 
them where removed has been generally satisfactory and success- 
ful The Commissioners made their annual tour of inspection 
from Greenwich in October and the conditions were carefully 
noted. It is a fact to which attention has been called through 
the public prints that the entire shore line of Connecticut is 
being rapidly taken up by private or corporate owners and con- 
verted to private use and occupation. This cuts off the public in 
many places from access to the shore where it has been custom- 
ary for many years, and this has been and is the subject of much 
unfavorable comment and complaint. The Commission has met 
this condition of affairs for some years past and its gradual increase 
has' compelled the practical rearrangement of the signals all 
along .the coast where oyster grounds are found. It has been 
proposed that the State reserve certain territory on the shore. 
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Still open at various places, which can be held and improved at 
the public expense for public uses and to furnish access to the 
shore for the public, more especially people from the country 
who have been accustomed heretofore to visit the salt water for 
pleasure but are now likely to be shut out from it entirely unless 
some measure of the kind is taken. A movement in this direction 
may be made at the next session of the Legislature and it is to be 
hoped that when such spaces as are proposed, are reserved, if 
they shall be, the right to establish State signals upon them for 
the use of the oyster business will be reserved. The Commis- 
sion has succeeded generally in making satisfactory arrange- 
ments with private owners where that was necessary, but such 
tenure is uncertain and no permanent rights can be secured. All 
are liable to change at the option of the owner while rights on 
State grounds would be fixed and permanent and on that account 
of much value to the State and the oyster business. 

THE FAILURE OF THE SET. 

A year ago it was the hope of the Commissioners that the three 
years of partial and unsatisfactory set would be succeeded in 1903 
by a full set which would reseed the public grounds and restock 
Connecticut waters, but that has not been the case. The failure 
on the natural oyster beds of Connecticut in 1903 was more gen- 
eral and discouraging than that of the three years next preced- 
ing. In a few exceptional cases the planters of the State had a 
set this year on grounds very favorably located, and some of 
them will be able to tide over the inevitable hiatus which four 
years of failure will make in the oyster succession. It requires, 
ordinarily, three years for oysters in these waters to mature from 
the set so as to be marketable, and oyster grounds in New York, 
Rhode Island and even New Jersey, are planted annually with 
seed spawned and grown on the public beds of Connecticut. 
The same set furnishes the planters with the young oysters which 
they mature to follow those already fit for the market. What a 
difference in this succession four poor years may make to the 
planters can be readily imagined, and to the worker on the 
natural grounds it is simply destruction. There is absolutely 
no set on the natural beds of the State and the great Stratford 
and Bridgeport natural bed, which five years ago furnished 
over four hundred thousand bushels of seed oysters to the trade, 
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will not furnish a bushel this year and has not been very much 
better for three years past. 

It is impossible that such a situation of affairs should not stim- 
ulate research into the conditions governing the set and efforts 
are being made to devise methods by which the reseeding of the 
oyster grounds, public and private, may be done artificially and 
be exempted from the hazards and failures which now attend it. 
In agriculture, the danger of dry seasons one following the other 
to the ruin of the farmer, has been abolished by irrigation under 
which the conditions are stable and results secure and far 
more abundant than before, and it is easy to see that artificial 
propagation of oysters once established will take from the oyster 
business the losses which arise from the continued failure of 
the restocking of the grounds, The adoption of methods al- 
ready in vogue abroad, especially in France, which methods are 
already known to, and have been experimented in by some of the 
enterprising Connecticut planters, and their adaptation to the 
special conditions of our climate and the location of our grounds 
may, there is reason to hope, be made to succeed and to bring 
the improvement which is desired and which will banish one 
great uncertainty from the business. 

THE BUSINESS IN RHODE ISLAND. 

While the oystermen of the Connecticut coast have had what 
may be called four **lean years" in their business, those of 
adjacent states have been more fortunate. New York has not 
been entirely without reinforcement of her oyster beds, although 
the set has been irregular and uneven, and Rhode Island has had 
good sets until the last year when there was an utter failure. 
And this again illustrates the chances which every man in the 
oyster business, whether planter or worker on public grounds 
must take. Even in the favorably located and highly taxed 
grounds of Narragansett Bay there is no exemption from the 
general rule that chance plays a large part- in the business and 
must continue to do so till science has made some farther ad- 
vances in the work of artificial propagation. 

In the report of the Connecticut Commission for 1902, referring 
to the Rhode Island oyster grounds and the revenues derived 
from them by that State, the prognostication of the Rhode Island 
Commissioners was cited, in which they placed the probable 
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receipts for the present year at $45,000. More than half of the 
Rhode Island grounds rent for $10 an acre per year, and nearly 
all of the balance at $5 per acre per year. This rental is in place 
of any other revenue to the State and corresponds to the first 
cost of grounds in this state which is $1 per acre for a practically 
perpetual franchise, with a small tax per year, the maximum of 
which is sixty cents an acre for the most valuable grounds and 
the minimum one and a half cents for the poorer qualities. The 
report of the Rhode Island Commissions for 1903 shows that the 
receipts fell short of their estimate by about two thousand dollars 
on the whole and by about eight thousand on the money received, 
although the grounds are holden for the 1^56,689.50 unpaid rents 
with an addition of six per cent, interest. The Commissioners, 
speaking of this falling off, say: "It will be seen by this 
amount (the sum received) that the collections for 1902 do not 
make quite as large a sum as we expected. This deficiency may 
be accounted for by the cancellation of quite a number of acres 
during the year. The number of acres cancelled during this 
time very much exceeds the cancellation of many previous years. 
There have been cancelled sixty acres, paying an annual rental of 
$10 per acre and 237.1 at ^5 per acre. This amount cancelled 
is attributed in a large measure to the uncommon number of 
mussels in certain parts ot our waters, which have destroyed 
large quantities of oysters— to the great loss of many planters. 
In addition to this the oysters for the past season have not been 
in as good candition as in former years, requiring in some in- 
stances twice the number of oysters to make the same number 
of gallons. This condition of t^e oysters has not been confined 
to our waters alone, but first-class oysters have been a rare 
comodity in our northern markets for the last season. Hence 
the income for the present year will not be quite as large as antici- 
pated in our last report." 

The plague of mussels is something against which it is not 
possible to protect the oyster beds and, therefore, when this 
enemy descends upon the grounds in vast numbers, as they have 
of late in Narragansett Bay, the loss is heavy. There has been no 
trouble in the Connecticut beds from this cause and stars and 
drills have been kept in comparative quietude. The Rhode 
Island Commissioners, speaking of the set of the past year, an- 
other of the hazards of the oyster business, say : 
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" For the three years next preceding the year 1902, the oyster 
set has been remarkable. During the year just past there has 
been no set in our waters, and this condition of the oyster is not 
confined to our State alone. We have received like information 
from all oyster-growing communities. We have yet to find a 
person who has seen a single oyster of the set of 1902. The 
cause of this, we should judge, as is the opinion of most planters, 
is traced to the condition of the weather during the spawning 
season. There were large quantities of spat, yet none of these 
produced any oysters. During a very large proportion of the 
hatching season the weather was very cold and cloudy." 

As has been said, even in Rhode Island, these chances and 
unfavorable conditions follow the business, and although the 
Narragansett Bay grounds have not suffered so much as have the 
grounds of Connecticut, they are not exempt. The report of 
the Rhode Island Commissioners for 1903 is not yet at hand but 
it is understood there has been very little set in those waters dur- 
ing the present year. 

CONDITIONS IN NEW YORK. 

In New York State the conditions of the oyster business have 
been somewhat better as regards the set than those in Connecti- 
cut. Mr. B. Frank Wood, the Shell-Fish Superintendent of the 
State, reports that : ** The crop of the present season, (1903,) has 
been short though unimpaired in quality, it being stated that the 
quantity of oysters marketed does not exceed in bushels, the 
amount of seed oysters planted. 

"The reason of this condition is obscure and cannot be ex- 
plained by the planters, who in consequence of the poor supply 
have sustained severe loss, and were it not for the favorable sys- 
tem maintained by the State, many of them would have been 
forced out of business. About once in from five to seven years 
there occurs in New York waters an abundant set of yOung oys- 
ters. The last extensive set was in the summer of 1899, ^^^ ^" 
its abundance was altogether unprecedented. As the oyster re- 
quires from three to five years to mature, a few years of plenty 
follow each general set of young oysters to those planters who 
industriously cultivate their grounds and are fortunate enough to 
escape all or most of the many dangers attendant upon the occu- 
pation." 
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Of the extent of the New York business and grounds, Mr. 
Wood says : — . 

" During the past year one hundred and twenty-five applica- 
tions were received for shell-fish lands. Of these applications 
eight were withdrawn, some of them covering grounds for which 
previous applications had been made. Of the remaining applica- 
tions the lands included in one hundred and fourteen have been 
leased to the highest bidders, and these are now in process of ad- 
vertisement. Thirteen hundred and seventy-two and four-tenths 
acres, to be added to the total of land$ previously awarded, are 
included in these applications. The total of lands held under 
lease and franchise by shell-fish cultivators, now amount to twen- 
ty-seven thousand, two hundred and fifty-two acres." 

This number of acres is small compared with the 66,000 and 
more acres in the hands of cultivators in Connecticut exclusive 
of the natural or public oyster beds, but New York has a very 
extensive coast and in actual acres perhaps more unoccupied oys- 
ter territory than Connecticut has left, while the question of 
quality is one that only trial can decide. 

THE MAPS. 

The maps which accompany this report are corrected down to a 
recent date, are reasonably accurate and reliable, and are a con- 
venience to the planters and other oystermen. As a general 
thing the steamers and boats employed in the business, carry 
them and find them convenient for reference and general use- 
This year the U. S. government buoys from Greenwich to Mil- 
ford have been added with the new light at Green's Reef, off Nor- 
walk. The office map work goes on favorably and is being put 
in excellent condition. When done it will be more satisfactory 
and dependable than it has ever been before. 

THE CONDITIONS OF THE BUSINESS. 

While we may not expect any sudden change in the system of 
planting and raising oysters now in vogue in Connecticut waters, 
still whatever tends to eliminate any of the uncertainties now 
attending the business is an improvement and there is reason to 
believe that the line of investigation taken up a score or more 
years ago by certain energetic and progressive Connecticut 
planters and followed as far as the conditions then permitted 
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may be yet carried to a successful issue and the chances of a 
failure of the set reduced to practically nothing. 

Another phase of oyster culture has been followed up to good 
effect by government experts in Lynnhaven River, Virginia, 
where the feeding of oysters is under investigation with encour- 
aging results. The govefnment report for 1900 says of this 
work : ** The use of commercial fertilizer as a pabulum for the 
diatomes (upon which the oysters feed) was continued with 
increasing success." 

"Oysters introduced (in the specially treated territory) at 
intervals between October and January, ultimately became as fat 
as any market requires, and some sent to Washington in March 
were exceptionally fat." There were some unfavorable condi- 
tions found, however, such as the absence of tidal motion in the 
water of the enclosed space in which the oysters were placed and 
this was to be produced artificially. A fuller account of this 
interesting phase of oyster culture from a report will be found in 
the Appendix under the head " Oyster Fattening Experiments at 
Lynnhaven." 

Doctor Caswell Grave, of Johns Hopkins University, made ex- 
periments in the Beaufort Laboratory, at Beaufort, N. C, and on 
the oyster grounds in the vicinity, in which he found that shells 
planted in rows were much better in catching the oyster spat 
than when scattered broadcast. 

THE ARTIFICIAL PROPAGATION OF OYSTERS. 

The failure of the oyster set in Connecticut for several succes- 
sive years has drawn attention to the various methods of artificial 
propagation of oysters which are used to a greater or less extent 
m Europe but which have not thus far been extensively adopted 
here. Altough these methods are known and understood by 
some of our planters, the natural processes have answered all pur- 
poses thus far and there has not been a sufficient incentive of 
necessity to bring about the further investigation of the artificial 
methods. Recently, however, experiments have been made at 
John's Hopkins University and by the fish experts of the govern- 
ment elsewhere, which are in the direction indicated and are full 
of interest. The work at the university mentioned is set forth in 
an account printed last summer, as follows : 

" Professor John A. Ryder, of John's Hopkins University, and 
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Other scientists of renown, have by experiments made it possible 
for anyone near salt water with ordinary care to produce young 
oysters, says an exchange. The method is exceedingly simple, 
and the experiments will no doubt result in correcting the scarcity 
of mollusks which prevails by reason of overfishing. 

Producing oysters by artificial methods consists merely in aid- 
ing nature in her work of reproducing the species. An oyster is 
taken and the shell opened so that the animal lies in the deeper 
shell. The upper surface of the oyster is then stroked gently 
away from the hinges with an ordinary glass pipette. If the 
mollusk is ready to spawn this stroking will cause it to emit a fluid 
which, if the oyster be a female, will be full of tiny eggs, micro- 
scopical in size. A few drops of this liquid is taken up by the 
pipette and put into a tumbler of sea water, as is also a drop or 
two of liquid from a male oyster. The eggs and male cells thus 
come together in the water and are fertilized in the natural way. 
In a couple of hours the eggs will have hatched, and thousands 
of young oysters will be floating in the tumbler. For a couple 
of days the young oysters will swim about, but at the end of that 
time they will have grown a glassy shell and will be ready to 
attach themselves to some solid substance. During the swimming 
stage thousands of them are very likely in their natural state to 
be devoured by fishes or by adult oysters. 

It is after a young oyster attaches itself to a solid object of 
any kind that it begins to grow a lime shell. The larval shell 
remains attached to the new shell until it finally wears off. Care 
must be taken that the oysters have solid objects on which to 
attach themselves, as many perish for lack of a proper place to 
settle, or they suffocate in the mud. 

The possibilities of producing oysters by artificial means are 
great, since a single female oyster in a single spawning season 
will produce 16,000,000 to 40,000,000 eggs. It is estimated 
that 90 per cent, of the eggs may be impregnated and hatched. 
A tumbler, of sea water will hold 100,000 of the newly hatched 
oysters."

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ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

The Engineer, Mr. Charles H. Nichols, makes the following 
general report upon the signals : — 

There has been no material change in the condition of the sig- 
nals of the State since the report of 1902. The field work has 
been done on the triangulation of a few new signals in the towns 
of Stamford and Norwalk. The geodetic position of Green's 
Reef Light has been determined and delineated on the maps. 

Three years ago, Mr. J. Kennedy Tod, a wealthy summer 
resident of Greenwich Point, replaced the old, unsightly tripod 
which stood on his property with a prominent ornamental 
column, which made one of the best signals used by this Commis- 
sion. This year another resident, Mr. Anson Phelps Stokes, who 
has recently added a magnificent house to the long list of summer 
homes along the Connecticut shore, replaced the old pole which 
stood on the end of Long Neck by a handsome 80 foot mast. 
This makes a very fine signal and is well appreciated by the 
Commission. 

Arrangements have also been made to replace the old chimney 
on the Fish Works at Welch's Point with a 50-foot mast which 
will be placed in position very shortly. 

Most of the signals have been visited during the year and are 
found to be in fair condition. The tripods and poles should be 
painted this spring.

OYSTER-FATTENING EXPERIMENTS AT LYNN- 
HAVEN. 



From the Report of the U* S* Commission of Fish and 

Fisheries for 1902* 



For several years past the Commission has been conducting 
experiments in Lynnhaven, Va., under the direction of Messrs 
H. F. Moore and W. W. Blackford, for the purpose of develop- 
ing a method by which oysters may be fattened artifically with 
the same degree of certainty attained by stock-raisers in fatten- 
ing cattle. 

The practice of allowing oysters to fatten on the beds where 
they are grown is haphazard in its methods and uncertain in its 
results, and coves and other places where the natural food sup- 
ply is sufficiently great at all times and under all conditions are 
too rare to be available to most oyster-growers. Ordinarily 
there is no difficulty in raising oysters to a marketable size with- 
in a reasonable time, but there is often considerable difficultv in 
producing them in a marketable condition. Frequently a grower 
will be unable to ship during a large part of the most profitable 
season because for some reason, which he can not control, the 
oysters will not get fat. This difficulty often happens unex- 
pectedly, even within the most favorable localities, and causes 
the grower to hestitate to enter into contracts which he could 
profitably make had he available some method of fattening his 
oysters as they were needed. To overcome this difficulty in a 
measure, it has been customary in some places to resort to 
"floating'' or "drinking," which consists essentially of transfer- 
ring the oysters to fresh or brackish water. That practice, while 
giving them an illusive plumpness, injures them in both flavor 
and nutritive value. 

The experiments which have been carried on by this Com- 
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mission have nothing in common with this method, but are 
designed actually to fatten and improve the oyster in weight, 
flavor, and food value. The progress of the work has been 
briefly noticed from time to time in the annual reports of this 
Commission. Each year the results have approached more 
nearly the desired end, and during the season 190 1-2 the work 
has been attended with such success that it is considered desir- 
able to give a more extended account of the plant and its opera- 
tions than has been before attempted. The work, however, is 
still in an experimental stage, and the financial results have not 
yet demonstrated the practicability of the method. During the 
coming season it is believed that the operations can be so sim- 
plified and cheapened and the output so increased as to show 
pecuniary advantages. 

The plant at present consists of a 2-acre pond having an aver- 
age depth of 2^ feet. Originally it was a cove with a narrow 
mouth, giving tidal communication with the main body of Lynn- 
haven Bay. Across the mouth a substantial dam has been con- 
structed of such height as to exclude all save exceptionally high 
tides. There is some drainage into the pond from the sur- 
rounding land, so that after it was dammed it became practically 
a claire according to the French method. 

During the first season of its operation oysters were spread on 
the bottom of the pond in limited numbers, but there was prac- 
tically no improvement in their condition during the season, and 
it was evident that the diatoms, which constitute the principal 
food of the oyster, would not multiply to a measurable extent 
under these conditions. In the meantime laboratory experi- 
ments carried on in Washington had demonstrated that the 
growth and multiplication of these microscopic plants, like that 
of other vegetable organisms, could be stimulated and increased 
by using certain salts in solution; in other words, by the appli- 
cation of fertilizers to the water in which they were growing. 
During the following year ordinary commercial fertiHzers, such 
as are commonly used for potatoes and similar crops, were 
placed in the pond and the number of diatoms increased very 
considerably, and during that season about 50 or 60 per cent, of 
the oysters in the pond became reasonably fat, some of them 
excessively so, but the others remained poor and lean. It was 
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evident, as a result of the season's work, that the food supply 
was ample, but that for some reason it was not equally accessible 
to all of the oysters, and a comparison of the conditions in the 
pond with the open waters of the bay indicated that the cause 
probably lay in the absence of the currents necessary to trans- 
port the diatoms within the reach of the sedentary oysters. In 
the open waters these currents were furnished by the tides, but 
in the pond there were only feeble currents produced by the 
winds and local diflferences in the temperature of the water. 

To supply the necessary currents a canal faced with sheet pil- 
ing was constructed along one side of the pond and communi- 
cating with it at both ends. This canal is about 150 feet long 
and 9 feet wide, and is provided with 16 wooden floats or trays 
8 feet 8 inches square and 4 inches deep inside. Each float is 
capable of holding about three barrels of oysters in a single layer 
packed nib up, and is hung by ropes attached to small roller 
windlasses about 6 inches above the bottom. A current through 
the canal is produced by a propeller at the inlet driven by a 
gasoline engine connected by rubber belting. During the first 
year power was supplied by a windmill, but it was found that 
much power was lost, owing to the frequency of calms and 
winds too light to carry the load, and the more reliable motor 
was substituted. 

The method of operating the claire is briefly as follows: Be- 
fore the opening of the oyster season a supply of commercial 
fertilizer is applied in the shallow water around the edges of the 
pond, whence it gradually reaches the surrounding water, stimu- 
lating a vigorous growth of oyster food. Poor, unsalable oys- 
ters are then placed on the floats in the canal and, the propeller 
being set in motion, a current of about i mile per hour is 
maintained, carrying over the oysters a constant supply of dia- 
toms from the rich store contained in the pond at large. It was 
found that by this means the oysters in the canal fattened quickly 
and uniformly, an extremely low proportions of blanks or watery 
oysters being found. 

Owing to the exigencies of experimental work, the utmost 
capacity of the claire in fattening oysters has not yet been deter- 
mined, but the fact that one lot was raised from a very poor to 
first-class condition in eight days indicates that it will be consid- 
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erable when the proper arrangement is discovered. With the 
present canal capacity, which could probably be considerably 
increased to advantage, a maintenance of this rate would give a 
capacity of about 175 barrels per month, or 1,400 barrels during 
the season of eight months, from a 2-acre farm. During the 
past season two difficulties which militated against a true test of 
the capacities of the ponds were encountered: Occasionally a 
very slight marshy taste would be noticeable in the oysters, and 
at such times no shipments were made, for fear of injuring the 
demand. It has been learned that this can be overcome by the 
application of lime to the water at the end of the canal. The 
other difficulty is that in wet seasons with few high tides the 
water in the pond becomes too fresh and the oysters rather too 
insipid to bring the highest price in the market. A plan is now 
vmder consideration and will be put into operation during the 
ensuing season which it is thought will obviate this. Under the 
best conditions, oysters placed in the pond in ah unmerchantable 
condition sold after fattening for $6 per barrel in Philadelphia. 
It is believed that at the close of the next oyster season definite 
plans of a plant and method of operating it can be placed before 
the oyster-planters of the country. At present the Commission 
does not feel prepared definitely to recommend the method. 
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REVISION OF THE OYSTER LAWS OF 

CONNECTICUT*

COMMISSIONERS APPOINTMENT— REPORT. 

I. — ^There shall be three shell fish commissioners. The gov- 
ernor shall, on or before May first, 1903, during the regular ses- 
sion of the general assembly, and on or before May first of the 
regular session of said general assembly quadrennially thereafter, 
nominate, and with the advice and consent of the senate shall ap- 
point two shell fish commissioners; and shall, on or before May 
first, 1905, during the regular session of the general assembly, 
and on or before May first of the regular session of said general 
assembly quadrennially thereafter, nominate, and with the advice 
and consent of the senate shall appoint, one shell fish commis- 
sioner. The commissioners so appointed shall hold their respec- 
tive offices for four years from the first day of July next succeed- 
ing their respe;ctive appointments or until theit successors are 
appointed and qualified ; and any vacancy occurring in said board 
for any cause may be filled by the governor for the unexpired 
term; they shall annually report the state and condition of said 
fisheries. 

OFFICES OF— FEES— AND BOND. 

2. — Said commissioners shall maintain an office in the city of 
New Haven, at a total annual expense not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars. Each of said commissioners shall receive five dol- 
lars per day for his services, with necessary expenses, and the 
total annual amount for services and expenses shall not exceed 
fifteen hundred dollars for all commissioners. Each of said com- 
missioners shall give bond to the state in two thousand dollars. 
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CLERK— APPOINTMENT— SALARY. 

3. — They shall appoint a clerk, who shall be designated as clerk 
of shell fisheries and shall hold office during the pleasure of said 
commissioners and receive a salary of fourteen hundred dollars. 
Whenever the clerk shall, because of sickness or absence, be un- 
able to act he may, subject to the approval of the commissioners, 
appoint a clerk who shall perform his duties, and have the powers 
of such clerk ; in case of his failure to appoint, such appointment 
shall be made by said commissioners. 

ENGINEER— EMPLOYMENT— FEES. 

4 — The commissioners may employ an engineer for such office 
and field work as may be necessary, who shall receive five dollars 
per day and his expenses, but shall not be employed upon work 
at the expense of the state for more than fifty days in any one 
year. All expense for engineering work for the determination of 
boundaries of private oyster grounds shall be paid by the person 
for whom the work is performed. 

EXPENSES— AUDIT OF, ETC. 

S^All expenses of the commissioners shall be audited by the 
comptroller and paid by the state, subject to the limitations here- 
in contained. 

EXCLUSIVE JURISDICTION BY STATE. 

6 — The state shall exercise exclusive jurisdiction and control 
over all shell fisheries which are located in that area of the state 
which is within that part of Long Island Sound and its tributaries 
bounded westerly and southerly by the state of New York, east- 
erly by the state of Rhode Island, and northerly by the follow- 
ing lines, to wit: commencing at Byram point, the westermost 
limit of the state at high-water mark, at a rock covered by the 
outermost clump of cedars; running thence in a straight line one 
and eight-tenths miles across the bay and inlets to a big white 
rock at the extremity of a point designated as Horse Neck point 
on the U. S. coast survey map, and otherwise known as Field 
point; thence from said white rock at Field point, in a straight 
line in an easterly direction two and three-tenths miles across the 
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waters of the bays and inlets, to a large boulder on a point desig- 
nated on the U. S. coast survey map as Greenwich point, other- 
wise known as Flat Neck point; which boulder is situated south- 
erly of the woods on said Flat Neck point ; thence from said last 
named point, following the coast line at high-water mark seven- 
tenths of a mile to the extreme southeast point of said Green- 
wich point; thence across the bays and inlets two and four-tenths 
miles to the most southern extremity of Shippan point at high- 
water mark ; thence along Shippan point at high-water mark four- 
tenths of a mile to the southeastern extremity of said point; 
thence two and six-tenths miles to the southern extremity of 
Long Neck point, at high-water mark; thence one and four- 
tenths miles to Colyer's point, which is a point northerly of Fish 
Island; thence one and four-tenths miles, to Roton point, other- 
wise known as Bell Island point; thence one-half mile to South- 
west point; thence following theoutside high-water mark of Shef- 
field's or Smith's, Copp's, Goose, and Cockenoe's Islands, six 
and five-tenths miles to Sherwood's point; thence one and one- 
tenth miles to Farm's point; thence two and five-tenths miles to 
Pine Creek point; thence one and two-tenths miles to Shoal 
point; thence three and five-tenths miles to the most southern 
point on the sea-wall of Seaside park at Bridgeport, said point 
being about south from the center of Myrtle and Waldemere ave- 
nues; thence three miles to the southern extremity of Point-no- 
Point; thence one and seven-tenths miles along the shore at high- 
water mark to the southern extremity of Stratford point, near the 
lighthouse; thence three and seven-tenths miles to the south side 
of Charles Islands; then one and two-tenths miles to Welch's 
point ; thence one and one-tenth miles to Pond point ; thence one 
and seven-tenths miles to Merwin's point; thence one and one- 
tenth miles to Oyster River point; thence five miles to South end; 
thence along the coast at high-water mark one and three-tenths 
miles to Johnson's point, otherwise known as Darrow's Island 
point; thence seven and nine-tenths miles to the center of a large 
oval-shaped boulder lying on Hatch's rock and about south of 
Mr. O. L. Roberts' white barn at Sachem's head; thence eight 
and four-tenths miles to Black Boy point; thence along the shore 
at high-water mark three-tenths of a mile to Hammonassett 
point; thence one and seven-tenths miles to Kelsey's point; 
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thence two and three-tenths miles to Menunketesuck point; 
thence three and nine-tenths miles to a point in the town of Old 
Saybrook at high-water mark directly south of the beacon on 
Cornfield point; thence due south in the line of the meridian 
one-third of a statute mile to a point; thence easterly in a straight 
line to the outer end of the east jetty of the Connecticut river; 
thence to Hatchett's point; thence two and seven-tenths miles to 
Black point; thence along the coast at high-water mark three- 
tenths of a mile to the southeast extremity of Black point ; thence 
two and four-tenths miles to Millstone point; thence one and 
one-tenth miles to Magonk point; thence along the coast at high- 
water mark one and seven-tenths mile to Goshen point; thence 
two and eight-tenths miles to Avery's point; thence one and 
seven-tenths mile to Bluff point; thence one and one-tenth mile 
to Groton Long point; thence along the coast at high-water mark 
three-tenths of a mile to the southeastern extremity of Groton 
I.X)ng point; thence five and four-tenths miles to Stonington or 
Windmill point; and thence two and four-tenths miles to Pawca- 
tuck point, the eastern limit of the state. And all shell fisheries 
not within said area shall be within the jurisdiction and control of 
the towns in which they are located. If a difference shall arise 
between any town and the commissioners as to the boundary line 
between said town and the said area, said town, by its selectmen, 
may bring its petition to the superior court for the county within 
which said town is situated, to determine said boundary line, and 
said court upon a reasonable notice to the parties shall hear said 
petition and appoint a committee to ascertain the facts in such 
case and report the same to said court, and said court shall there- 
upon make such order as may be proper in the premises. 

COMMISSIONERS TO GRANT FRANCHISES— TRANS- 
FEES— RECORDS. 

7 — Said commissioners shall also be empowered, in the name 
and in behalf of the state, to grant by written instruments, for 
the purpose of planting and cultivating shell-fish, perpetual fran- 
chises in such undesignated groimds within said area as are not 
and for ten years have not been natural clam or oyster or mussel 
beds, whenever application in writing is made to them through 
their clerk by any person or persons who have resided in the state 
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not less than one year next preceding the date of said application, 
or .by any joint stock company or corporation organized under 
the laws of this state, all the stockholders of which are citizens of 
this state. The said application and the said grant shall be in 
manner and form as shall be approved by the chief justice of the 
supreme court of errors, and all such grants may be assigned to* 
any person or persons who are or have been residents of the state 
for not less than one year next preceding such assignment, or to 
any joint stock company or corporation organized under the laws 
of this state, all the stockholders of which are citizens of this 
state, by a written assignment, in manner and form approved by 
said chief justice ; and said commissioners shall keep books of rec- 
ord and record all such grants and assignments therein, and the 
same shall be recorded in the town clerk's office in the town 
bounded on Long Island Sound within the meridian boundary 
lines of which said grounds are located. No designation shall be 
invalid because made upon the application of a married woman or 
a minor. 

SECTIONAL MAPS— HOW LODGED— RECORD— EX- 
PENSES. 

8 — Said commissioners shall provide, in addition to the general 
map of said grounds, sectional maps, comprising all grounds lo- 
cated within the meridian^boundary lines of the several towns on 
the shores of the state, which maps shall be lodged in the town 
clerk's office of the said respective towns, and said commissioners 
shall also provide and lodge with said town clerk blank applica- 
tions for such grounds and record books for recording convey- 
ances of the same, and all conveyances of such grounds and as- 
signments, reversion and releases of the same shall be recorded 
in the books of said commissioners, and in the town clerk's office 
of the towns adjacent to and within the meridian boimdary lines 
of which said grounds are located, in such books as are provided 
by said commissioners, subject to legal fees for such recording, 
and the cost of all such maps, blank books, surveys, and all other 
expenses necessary for the carrying out of the provisions of this 
chapter shall be audited by the comptroller and paid for by the 
treasurer of the state. 
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FILING OF APPLICATION— NOTICE— OBJECTIONS- 
COST— GRANT— WITNESSES. 

9 — When any such application is filed with the clerk of said 
commissioners, he shall note on the same the date of its reception 
and shall cause a written notice stating the name and residence 
of the applicant, the date of the filing of the application, the loca- 
tion, area, and description of the grounds applied for, to be post- 
ed in the office of the town clerk of the town bounded on the said 
Long Island Sound within the meridian boundary lines of which 
said grounds are located, and shall send a copy of said notice to 
each owner of oyster ground bounded by said new application. 
Each application shall remain on file in the office of the shell-fish 
commmission for at least ten days after said notices have been so 
posted and mailed. Any person or persons objecting to the 
granting of the grounds applied for, as aforesaid, may file a writ- 
ten notice with the clerk, stating the grounds of his or their ob- 
jections, and in case the objections are so filed the said com- 
missioners, or a majority of them, shall, upon ten days' notice in 
writing, mailed or personally delivered to all the parties in inter- 
est, hear and pass upon such objections at such place as the com- 
missioners, or a majority of them, may appoint, and if such ob- 
jections are not sustained and the area of the ground is not, in 
the opinion of the commissioners, of unreasonable extent, they 
may, for the sum of one dollar per acre, paid to the said commis- 
sioners to be by them paid over to the treasurer of the state, grant 
a perpetual franchise for the planting and cultivating of shell-fish 
in such ground or in any part of the same in the manner afore- 
said, and where no objections are made such grants may be made 
at any time after the expiration of said ten days, for the consider- 
ations hereinbefore named. At all hearings before them, said 
commissioners may, by themselves or their clerk, subpoena wit- 
nesses and administer oaths as in courts of law. 

TRANSFERS— WHERE RECORDED. 

lo — All transfers of title to oyster grounds within state juris- 
diction, which may hereafter be made, shall be recorded in the 
record books of said commissioners; and it shall be the duty of 
the person, persons, or corporation making such transfer to cause 
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such record to be made forthwith ; or in lieu thereof, to forthwith 
^ive written notice of such transfer to the said commissioners, 
stating the date thereof, the name of the transferee or transferees, 
and the description of the grounds affected thereby; and upon 
the faihire to make such record, or to give such notice, the per- 
son, persons, or corporation making such transfer shall be deem- 
ed and treated by said commissioners, for all purposes of taxa- 
tion, to be the owner or owners thereof, notwithstanding such 
transfer; and shall be liable for and shall pay all such taxes as 
may be laid on such land by said commissioners at any time be- 
fore said record is made or said notice is given ; and such tax shall 
be a lien on such grounds. 



SURVEY AND STAKING— USE WITHIN FIVE YEARS- 
REVERSION. 

II — Said commissioners shall previous to the delivery of any 
instrument conveying the right to plant or cultivate shell-fish on 
any of said grounds, make or cause to be made a survey of the 
same, and shall locate and delineate the same, or cause it to be 
located and delineated upon the map aforesaid, and upon receipt 
of said instrument of conveyance the grantee shall at once cause 
the grounds therein conveyed to be plainly marked out by stakes, 
buoys, ranges, or monuments, which stakes and buoys shall be 
continued by the said grantee and his legal representatives, and 
the right to use and occupy said grounds for said purposes be 
and remain in said grantee, and his legal representatives; provid- 
ed, that if the grantee or holder of said grounds does not actually 
use and occupy the same for the purposes named, in good faith, 
within five years after the time of receiving such grant, said com- 
missioners shall petition the superior court of the county having 
jurisdiction over the said grounds to appoint a committee to in- 
quire and report to said court as to the use and occupancy oi 
such grounds in good faith, and said court shall in such case ap- 
point such committee, who after twelve days' notice to petitioners 
and respondents, shall hear such petition and report the facts 
thereon to said court, and if it shall appear that said grounds are 
not used and occupied in good faith for the purpose of planting 
or cultivating shell-fish the said court may order that said 
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grounds revert to the state, and that all stakes and buoys mark- 
ing the same be removed, the costs in said petition to be paid at 
the discretion of the court. 

PROCEEDING WHEN NATURAL OYSTER BEDS DES- 
IGNATED. 

12 — When it shall be shown to the satisfaction of said com- 
missioners that any natural oyster, clam or mussel bed has been 
designated by them to any person or persons, said commissioners 
shall, providing five years have not elapsed from the making of 
such designation, petition the superior court of the county hav- 
ing jtirisdiction over said grounds to appoint a committee to in- 
quire and report to the said court the fact as to such grounds, and 
said court, shall in such case appoint such committee, who after 
twelve days' notice to the petitioners and respondents shall hear 
such petition, and report the facts thereon to said court and if it 
shall appear that any natural oyster, clam or mussel beds, or any 
part thereof, have within said period before said application, been 
so designated, said court may order that said grounds revert to 
the state after a reasonable time for the claimant of the same to 
remove any shell-fish he may have, in good faith, planted or cul- 
tivated thereon, and may further order that all stakes and buoys 
marking the same be removed; the costs in said petition to be 
taxed at the discretion of the court. 

RELEASE TO THE STATE. 

13 — Any owner of grounds designated for the cultivation of 
oysters in the waters of Long Island Sound within the jurisdic- 
tion of said commissioners, may surrender the same by delivery 
to the state of a good and sufficient deed of release of the same 
duly executed and acknowledged by such owner; provided, such 
release and the recording thereof is made without charge or ex- 
pense to the state and is approved by said commissioners. 

STATE GROUND— DISPUTED BOUNDARIES— HOW 

DETERMINED— EXPENSES OF. 

14 — All questions and disputes touching the ownership, title, 
buoys, boundaries, ranges, extent, or location of any shell-fishery 
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grounds within the exclusive jurisdiction of the state may be re- 
ferred to and settled by said commissioners, who are hereby em- 
powered, on petition of any person interested therein, to summon 
all the parties in interest so far as such parties may be made 
known to them, to appear before them at a time and place in the 
summons named, such summons to be signed by the clerk of 
shell-fisheries, and served by him or such other person as said 
commissioners may direct; whereupon, at such time and place* 
named, or any other time and place to which the hearing may 
be from time to time adjourned, the petitioner shall file a sworn 
statement of the facts as claimed by him, to which any interested 
party may respond by filing a sworn counter-statement of the 
facts as claimed by him ; and after hearing all the parties interest- 
ed, with their witnesses and counsel, said commissioners shall 
make their decision in writing as soon as convenient thereafter, 
which decision shall be recorded in the books of record in their 
office, and the same shall be binding on all the parties in interest 
so summoned or appearing, unless an appeal shall be taken from 
such decision to the superior court in and for the county where 
the town is situated, between whose meridian lines any portion 
of said grounds may be, within ten days after such decision shall 
be filed by said commissioners, with said clerk, and unless such 
appeal shall be prosecuted to judgment, and said decision re- 
versed by said superior court. Said appeal may be taken in the 
same manner as appeals in civil cases from justice courts. Every 
person so filing a petition, statement, or counter-statement, shall 
at the time of such filing, deposit ten dollars with said commis- 
sioners, who shall return to the prevailing party the sum so de- 
posited by him, and shall retain the money so deposited by the 
defeated party as a forfeit to pay the expenses of the investiga- 
tion, which money so retained shall be accounted for and paid to 
the state treasurer for the benefit of the state. 

DISPUTED BOUNDARIES IN OTHER CASES, HOW 

DETERMINED. 

IS — When any designation of shell-fish grounds which are 
wholly or partially within the exclusive jurisdiction of the state, 
contains therein a map thereof or refers therein to such map lodg- 
ed on file in the town clerk's office, and the owner or owners of 
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the adjoining grounds, so far as they lie within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of the state, do not agree as to the location of the line 
fixed by such map, or if the boundary between such owners is a 
town boundary and they disagree as to the same, one or more of 
such owners may apply to the commissioners, who shall there- 
upon notify all parties in interest to file sworn statements of facts 
and copies of maps as claimed by them respectively, and said 
commissioners shall thereupon appoint a surveyor who shall take 
such maps and statements and lay out and survey the grounds in 
the various ways claimed, and if any town boundary comes into 
question he shall ascertain and report upon such boundary as it 
appears from the maps and records in the custody of the respec- 
tive town clerks of such town. Thereupon he shall report his 
doings, accompanied with the maps or copies of rnaps found by 
him touching the dispute to said commissioners, who shall there- 
upon summon all parties in interest before them at a time and 
place to be named in the summons, and after a full hearing of said 
parties, with their witnesses and counsel, said commissioners 
shall establish the line in dispute, and cause the same to be lo- 
cated and marked by ranges and buoys; and the line so estab- 
lished shall be the true dividing line between such grounds unless 
an appeal is taken to the superior court, as provided for in the 
preceding section, and said decision shall there be reversed; and 
the costs and expenses of such proceedings as fixed by said com- 
missioners shall be equally divided between adjoining owners, 
who shall pay the same to said commissioners upon the filing of 
their decision, and the same shall be accounted for and paid to 
the state treasurer for the benefit of the state; and the cases 
provided for by this section shall not be deemed included under 
section . 



COMMISSIONERS' FEES ON HEARINGS. 

1 6 — In all cases for the determination of boundaries or of title 
the parties in interest shall pay each of said commissioners for 
such service the sum of five dollars per day and expenses for 
every day employed by them in such hearing, and said commis- 
sioners shall pay all sums received by them for such services to 
the state treasurer. 
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FEES FOR RECORDING OR COPYING. 

17 — The same fees shall be paid for recording or copying pa- 
pers and maps in the office of the commissioners as are charged 
by town clerks for like services ; and all fees so paid shall be ac- 
counted for and paid to the treasurer of the state. 



TAXATION— LISTS TO BE HANDED IN— PENALTY. 

i&^All owners of shell-fish grounds lying within the exclusive 
judisdiction of the state shall, on or before the first day of Novem- 
ber, annually, deliver to the commissioners a statement under 
oath specifying the number of lots owned by them, the location 
and number of acres in each lot, the number of acres in each lot 
cultivated, and the value thereof per acre, the number of acres 
in each lot uncultivated, and the value thereof per acre; and 
printed blanks for such statement shall be prepared by said com- 
missioners and furnished to such owners upon application to 
them or at their office; and upon the failure of any owner to de- 
liver such sworn statement to said commissioners at their office 
within the time above specified, said commissioners shall make 
up such statement from the best information they may obtain, 
and shall add for such default ten per cent, to the valuation so 
made. 

TAX, HOW LAID. 

19 — All statements so delivered or made shall be alphabetical- 
ly arranged, and said commissioners shall equalize, if necessary, 
and determine the value of all the property so returned and de- 
scribed in said statements, which property shall be liable to taxa- 
tion at the valuation so determined, including the ten per cent, 
for default as aforesaid; and said commissioners are authorized 
and empowered to declare and lay a tax thereon, annually, at the 
rate of one and one-half per cent, upon such valuation, which 
shall be payable at the office of said commissioners on and after 
the first Monday in May, annually; and said tax shall be a lien 
upon the grounds so taxed from the time it is so laid by said com- 
missioners, until paid, and shall be in lieu of all other taxes on 
said grounds. 
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COLLECTION OF TAX— BOND OF COMMISSIONERS. 

20 — If any tax so laid shall not be paid on or before the first 
Monday in July, the said commissioners shall make and issue 
their warrant for the collection thereof, with interest thereon, at 
one per cent, per month from the day such tax became due and 
payable until paid, together with the expenses of such collection, 
which warrant shall authorize any reputable person named there- 
in to seize such grounds and any oyster or other shell-fish there- 
on, or any other property of the owner or owners thereof not ex- 
empt from execution, and to sell the same, or so much thereof 
as he may find necessary, at such time and place, and in such 
manner, and by such person as said commissioners may direct, 
whereupon such sale shall be so made, and such warrant shall 
immediately be returned to said commissioners by such person 
with all his doings endorsed thereon, and he shall pay over to 
said commissioners the money received upon said sale, and they 
shall apply the same to the payment of such tax and all the ex- 
penses thereon, including the expenses of such sale, returning 
any balance that may remain to such owner or owners; and all 
moneys received by said commissioners in payment of taxes and 
interest thereon shall be accounted for and paid to the state treas- 
urer for the benefit of the state, within thirty days from its receipt. 
Said commissioners shall each, in addition to the general bond, 
give a bond with surety in the sum of one thousand dollars to the 
state, conditioned for the performance of the duties imposed upon 
them by this and the two preceding sections. 

COMMISSIONERS A BOARD OF RELIEF. 

21 — Said shell fish commissioners shall be a board of relief and 
shall meet at such times and places as they shall fix, and may ad- 
journ from time to time till they shall have completed their, du- 
ties. As such board of relief, said commissioners shall have and 
exercise all the powers and duties now conferred by law upon 
boards of relief of towns. 

TAXES UNPAID FIVE YEARS— REVERSION. 

22 — When the taxes on any oyster grounds, within the exclu- 
sive jurisdiction of the state and under the control of the shell- 
fish commissioners, shall be in arrears for five consecutive years, 
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it shall be the duty of the clerk of shell-fisheries to notify the own- 
er or owners of said grounds, or their legal representatives, of the 
fact of said arrears, and if, within three months after the date of 
said notification, all arrears of taxes on said grounds are not paid, 
said grounds shall revert to the state; and it shall be the further 
duty of the clerk of shell-fisheries, upon the reversion of said 
grounds to the state, to make out a certificate of the fact of such 
reversion for record upon the books of the commission, and said 
grounds shall thereupon be open for application, like all other 
unsold oyster grounds within the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
state. 

BUOYING OF CERTAIN NATURAL BEDS. 

23 — ^The commissioners shall cause those natural or public 
oyster beds in the exclusive jurisdiction of this state known as 
the Stratford beds. Fish Island and Roton Point beds, the 
Bridgeport bed, and the Fairfield bed, to be marked by buoys, 
which shall be known as state buoys, and by range monuments 
on the shore, by which the Hues can be relocated should any 
buoys be removed, and shall cause double buoys or a distinctive 
mark to be placed at any point on the boundary where the line 
changes in direction, and said buoys shall be maintained by the 
state. No buoys shall be so set in lines so run as to include 
within the natural or public beds any private or designated 
grounds. Said commissioners shall not expend for said purpose 
during any one year, a sum exceeding one-half the amount re- 
ceived for licenses to work on the natural or public beds of the 
state during the preceding year. 

NATURAL BED FRANCHISE— PENALTY. 

24 — Any commissioner who shall knowingly grant to any per- 
son or persons a franchise in any natural oyster or clam bed, shall 
be fined not less than one hundred, nor more than five hundred 
dollars, and if such franchise is granted the grant shall be void, 
and all moneys paid thereon shall be forfeited to the state; and 
the said commissioners shall in no case grant to any person or 
persons a right to plant or cultivate shell-fish which shall inter- 
fere with any established right of fishing; and if any such grant 
is made the same shall be void. 
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WARDENS — APPOINTMENT — DUTIES — POWERS 

—FEES. 

25 — The conininiissioners may appoint two or more persons in 
each town bordering^ on Long Island Sound to be shell-fish w^ar- 
dens, who shall assist in detecting and prosecuting offenses 
against the shell-fishery laws, shall be paid the same fees allowed 
to grand jurors in criminal cases, shall have the same powers as 
other officers to arrest for the violation of said shell-fishery laws, 
and shall hold office until their respective successors are appoint- 
ed and qualified. 

VESSELS TO V>E LICENSED AND NUMBERED— LI- 
CENSE HOW GRANTED— FEES FOR— TO WHOM 
ISSUED— LICENSE HOW FORFEITED 

AND REVOKED. 

26 — No person shall take or gather oysters from any natural 
oyster beds in the exclusive jurisdiction of the state in any boat 
or vessel unless said boat or vessel shall be duly licensed and 
numbered in the manner hereinafter provided. Any person, de- 
siring to use any boat or vessel for such purpose, may make writ- 
ten application to the clerk of shell-fisheries, stating the name, 
owner, rig, general description, tonnage, and place where any 
such boat or vessel is owned, and said clerk of shell-fisheries shall 
issue to the owner of such boat or vessel a license to take and 
gather oysters from the natural oyster beds in the exclusive juris- 
diction of the state for one year, froqi the twentieth day of July 
in each year, unless sooner revoked, upon the payment of two 
dollars for a vessel or boat of imder five tons, and for a vessel or 
boat exceeding five tons fifty cents for each additional ton, cus- 
tom house measurement; provided, that before such license is 
granted the owner or master shall prove to the satisfaction of 
said clerk of shell-fisheries that such boat or vessel is legally en- 
titled to work on the public beds of the state, and that the captain 
and crew of such boat or vessel have been residents of this state 
for one year next preceding the date of such license, and that the 
dredges and other contrivances do not weigh more than thirty 
pounds. Every boat or vessel so licensed shall while at work 
upon any of the natural oyster beds of the state, display upon 
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both sides of the peak of her mainsail the number of such Hcense, 
in black figures, not less than one foot in length, and the coat of 
arms of Connecticut painted or stenciled upon cloth of suitable 
and uniform material, to be attached or stitched to the sail. The 
clerk of shell-fisheries shall furnish such numbers and coat of 
arms when the license is granted. When any boat or vessel so 
licensed shall be sold to parties in this state the license shall be 
transferred at the office of the clerk of shell-fisheries. Any li- 
cense granted to any person who, during the period for which 
.said license is granted, removes from the state, shall be revoked. 
If any boat so licensed is sold to a non-resident, the license shall 
be revoked and the certificate must be surrendered to the clerk of 
shell-fisheries. 

NON-RESIDENT OYSTERMEN OR VESSELS— PRO- 
HIBITED. 

27 — No person shall take, rake, gather, or collect, by means of 
dredges or otherwise, any oysters, shells, or shell-fish, from any 
natural or public oyster bed in the waters of this state, on board 
of any boat or vessel, for himself or any employer, unless he and 
his employer are, at the time, and have been for one year next 
prececling, actual inhabitants or residents of this state; and no 
license shall be issued for any boat or vessel unless the employer, 
captain and crew are at the time and for the year next preceding 
have been inhabitants or residents of this state. 

MECHANICAL POWER DREDGE— PROHIBITED. 

28 — There shall not be used on any boat so licensed, any 
naptha, vapor, steam or electric engine, or any device operated 
otherwise than by hand power for hoisting or operating dredges 
or other implements for gathering oysters, clams, mussels or oth- 
er shell-fish or oyster-shells. No person shall use a boat or other 
contrivance dragged, operated or propelled by steam, naptha, 
vapor or electricity, or any dredge or other contrivance weigh- 
ing more than thirty pounds, exclusive of the net or bag, or any 
cutting-board, so-called, or any other contrivance or device, by 
the use of which the pressure of the dredge on the bottom is in- 
creased beyond the weight of the dredge exclusive of the bag or 
net, in taking up or dredging for oysters, clams, mussels or other 
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shell-fish or oyster shells in any of the waters of this state, ex- 
cept upon private designated grounds. Nothing herein shall be 
construed to prevent the use of steam boats or steam power in 
taking up or dredging for oysters on private designated grounds 
by the ow^ners thereof, or to prevent the use of steam excavators 
for deepening the water in places where there are no natural oys- 
ter or clam beds, or where such beds have not existed within ten 
years, by digging or removing material, permission to use such 
excavators being first given by said commissioners, which per- 
mission shall not be given until after a public notice of at least 
two weeks of the time and place they will hear all parties desiring 
to be heard upon such application, which notice shall be posted 
in the office of the town clerk of the town where such grounds 
are located. 

[NOTE. — The above section (28) has been modified in regard to the use of a cutting 
board as will be seen in the foregoing report under the heading "New I^aws."] 

PENALTY. 

29 — Any person using any boat or vessel in violation of any of 
the provisions of the three preceding sections, or who shall use 
any device or number not furnished by the clerk of shell-fisheries 
for such boat or vessel or not bearing the coat of arms of the 
state, shall be liable to a fine of ten dollars for each day that said 
boat or vessel shall be so unlawfully used, and any boat or vessel 
which shall be found being used contrary to the provisions of any 
of said sections shall with its tackle, apparel, and furniture, be 
liable to seizure and may be proceeded against under the pro- 
vision of section . 

INSPECTOR OF BEDS— APPOINTMENT— DUTIES, 

30 — The shell-fish commissioners shall, annually, appoint some 
person to be inspector of natural oyster beds, who shall hold 
office until his successor is appointed and qualified. It shall be 
his duty to detect and prosecute offenses against the shell-fishery 
laws relating to the natural oyster beds within the exclusive juris- 
diction of the state and to the Housatonic river, and to g^ve in- 
formation thereof to the proper prosecuting officers, and for such 
purpose he shall have the right to go upon any boat or vessel that 
is being employed upon said beds, or in said river, and may ex- 
amine any dredges, tongs, or other tools or machinery used there- 
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on, and he shall have the same power as other officers to arrest 
for any violation of said laws, and shall be entitled to the same 
fees as other officers for making such arrests, in addition to the 
compensation hereinafter provided. He shall report to the com- 
missioners any violation of sections and , and any dis- 
placement of oyster buoys. He shall, at his own expense, main- 
tain a suitable boat or vessel to be used in the discharge of the 
duties herein imposed, and shall at all times during such period 
of the year as said board may prescribe, have said boat or vessel 
in readiness to investigate any alleged violation of said laws. 

INSPECTOR'S SALARY. 

31 — Said inspector of natural oyster beds shall be paid a salary 
of four hundred dollars per annum, or a proportionate amount 
thereof for such period as he shall hold said office, and said com- 
missioners may remove him for cause, and appoint his successor 
for the remainder of said term. 

LICENSE FORFEITED BY CONVICTION. 

32 — ^The conviction of any person of dredging without a li- 
cense, upon a natural oyster bed, shall render such person in- 
eligible for license for the remainder of the then license year, and 
the conviction of any licensee of any violation of the laws relat- 
ing to shell-fisheries shall operate ipso facto, as a revocation of 
his license. 

OYSTER POLICE— APPOINTMENT— DUTIES. 

33 — The commissioners shall appoint and employ five or more 
persons to act as oyster police, who shall detect and cause prose- 
cution for any violation of the laws relating to shell-fisheries 
upon private oyster grounds and shall hire or charter such ves- 
sels as may be necessary for the use of such police. Such police 
shall have the same powers as sheriffs in making arrests or seiz- 
ures, and shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed by 
said commissioners. The compensation of said police shall be 
fixed by said commissioners, but shall not exceed three dollars 
per day each, nor shall their total compensation in any year ex- 
ceed one-third of the taxes paid upon oyster grounds in the year 
preceding. 
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SEIZURE— PROCEEDINGS ON. 

34 — All sheriffs, deputy sheriffs, oyster police, and constables 
shall, and any other person may, seize any boat or vessel illegally 
used in dredging, or depositing or in dumping material, with its 
tackle, apparel, and furniture, wherever foimd within one year 
thereafter; and shall forthwith give notice thereof, to two justices 
of the peace, or if in New Haven county, or in Fairfield county, 
to any city court, of the county where the seizure was made, 
which authority shall forthwith order reasonable notice to be giv- 
en to the person who is in possession of the property seized, or to 
the owner thereof, if known, of the time and place of trial; and 
shall at the time appointed determine whether such property was 
used contrary to law, and if found to have been so used shall or- 
der it to be sold in such manner as said authority shall direct; 
and the avails thereof, after deducting all costs and charges which 
said authorities may allow, shall be paid half to the person who 
made the seizure and half to the town where the offense was 
committed. If such property be found not to be used contrary to 
law, then all the costs and charges which said authority may al- 
low shall be paid by the state in the manner provided for the 
payment of costs in criminal causes coming to the superior court 
from an inferior court. The authority before which any such 
cause is pending shall order the release of the property seized, 
upon the filing of a sufficient bond to the person making the 
seizure, with surety, conditioned for the return of said property, 
on demand, if the same shall finally be ordered sold. 

MUD DUMPING PLACE— DESIGNATION OF. 

35 — Before any person shall engage in removing mud or refuse 
material by boat, from any harbor in this state, wherein or south 
of which oyster grounds are located and designated, he shall 
notify the commissioners by a written or printed notice, deliver- 
ed to said commissioners at their office in New Haven, stating 
the time when such work will be commenced and the name of the 
boat or boats to be employed. Within a reasonable time after 
the receipt of said notice said commissioners shall designate and 
buoy out places off the respective towns where such deposits shall 
be made. No person shall deposit any material in any place in 
Long Island Sound except in places that have been so designated 
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and buoyed out by said commissioners, nor within a radius of five 
miles from Southwest Ledge Hghthouse off New Haven harbor, 
nor in any of the waters opposite Branford, unless such material 
is to be used for making oyster beds. No person, during the 
night season between sunset and sunrise, shall deposit or assist 
in depositing any substance except oyster shells and other ma- 
terials used for making oyster beds, in any of the waters of Long 
Island Sound. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
section shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor more 
than five hundred dollars, but this section shall not apply to the 
construction of breakwaters, docks or any work authorized to be 
done, contrary to its terms, by the United States government. 

MUD DUMPING— APPLICATION FOR. 

36 — All persons desiring to dump material on the private oys- 
ter beds of the state, from bottom or side dumping scows, shall 
first make application to the commissioners, designating the ma- 
terial and the location where it is proposed to dump the same, 
and it shall be the duty of said commissioners to notify adjoining 
owners, that they may protest, if material or place is not suit- 
able. Any person, who shall so dump material before making 
such application, shall be fined not more than fifty dollars. 

DUMPING INSPECTORS — APPOINTMENT — DUTIES 

37 — Said commissioners shall appoint one or more suitable 
persons who shall be known as dumping inspectors, whose duty 
it shall be to accompany every boat, when it is employed in tow- 
ing or carrying mud or other material, except that used in mak- 
ing oyster beds, in any of the territory mentioned in sections 

and , to see that such mud or other material is properly 

dumped, and to report to said commissioners any violation of law 
in respect to such dumping. No person in charge of or employ- 
ed upon such boat shall interfere with such inspector in the dis- 
charge of his duty or refuse to permit him to enter and remain 
upon said boat while so employed. Said inspectors shall receive 
a sum not exceeding two and one-half dollars per day for such 
services. Said inspector shall make sworn returns to said com- 
missioners of all material taken out in boats on which they act 
as inspector, and of the place where dumped, and no bill for ser-

Vices shall be paid until said sworn returns are on file in said 
office. 

STAR-FISH— MUD, ETC.— DEPOSIT OF— PENALTY 

38 — Every person who shall wilfully deposit or assist in de- 
positing any star-fish or periwinkle in any of the navigable wa- 
ters of this state, or who shall dump mud or other material, ex- 
cept that used in making oyster beds, on any of the grounds of 
this state located and designated as oyster grounds, shall be fined 

not more than fifty dollars, or imprisoned nor more than six 
months. 

STEALING OYSTERS. 

39 — Any person, who shall, in the day time, unlawfully take 
and carry away any oysters lawfully planted or cultivated in any 
waters, or any oysters being on any place duly designated for 
the planting or cultivation of oysters, shall be fined not more 
than three hundred dollars, or imprisoned not more than one 
year; and if such offense shall be committed in the night season, 
he shall be fined not more than five hundred dollars, or imprison- 
ed not more than one year. 

INJURY TO INCLOSURE. 

40 — Every person who shall wilfully injure any oyster inclos- 
ure legally designated, marked out, and inclosed, or remove any 
buoys or stakes used to mark out any oyster ground, or who 
shall take any shells from such inclosure, shall be fined not more 
than seven dollars, or imprisoned not more than thirty days; on 
a second conviction, shall be fined not less than seven nor more 
than twenty dollars, and imprisoned not less than thirty nor more 
than ninety days, and on every subsequent conviction shall be 
fined fifty dollars and imprisoned six months; and every prose- 
cution for a first or second offense shall be heard and determined 
by a justice of the peace with the right of the accused to appeal 
as in other criminal causes. 

BUOYING OF DESIGNATED GROUND, REQUIRED- 
PENALTY. 

41 — No petson shall rake, gather, or collect any shells or shell- 
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fish upoti any oyster ground designated to any person or persons 
under the provisions of this chapter, unless said ground has at 
each corner thereof a buoy or stake visible at high-water, with 
the name or initials of the owner of said ground plainly marked or 
painted thereon, or upon a tag attached to the top of such buoy 
or stake. Every person who shall violate the provision of this 
section shall be fined for the first offense not more than seven 
dollars, or imprisoned not more than thirty days; on a second 
conviction, shall be fined not less than seven nor more than twen- 
ty dollars; and on every subsequent conviction, shall be fined 
fifty dollars, and imprisoned six months; and every prosecution 
for a first or second offense shall be heard and determined by a 
justice of the peace. 

TAKING SHELL-FISH BETWEEN SUNSET AND SUN- 
RISE. 

42 — Every person who shall, between sunset and sunrise, take 
or collect any shells or shell-fish from any place in the navigable 
waters in this state, shall be fined not more than one hundred nor 
less than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than sixty days, or 
both ; this provision shall not effect the taking off Branford be- 
tween the first day of May and the fifteenth day of October. 

MAY HIRE BEACON GROUND, ETC. 

43 — The commissioners are authorized and empowered to hire 
and take upon leases not exceeding a term of ten years, in the 
name and behalf of the state, any such plot or plots of ground 
within the state as they may deem necessary for the constructing, 
erecting, setting, maintaining, and protecting signals, beacons, 
bound-stones, posts, or buoys, to be used in designing, locating, 
surveying, or mapping any shell-fish grounds within state juris- 
diction. 

INJURY TO BUOYS, ETC.— PENALTY. 

44 — Every person who shall wilfully injure, remove or dis- 
place any range ,monument, signal, beacon, bound-stone, post, 
or buoy, or any part, appurtenance, or inclosure thereof, erected, 
constructed, or set by said commissioners, or by their order, on 
the land or water of this state, for the purpose of designating, lo- 
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rating, surveying, or mapping, any shell-fish grounds, shall be 
fined not more than one hundred dollars, or imprisoned not more 
than ninety days, or both. 

SPECULATION IN GROUND— PROHIBITED. 

• 

45 — Every person who shall apply for, and procure, any desig- 
nation of a place for planting oysters, clams, or mussels to be 
made to him, for the purpose of assigning the rights which he 
may acquire, for profit or speculation, shall be fined fifty dollars. 

TOWING DREDGE— PROHIBITED. 

46 — Any person who shall, without the permission of the 
owner of any properly designated oyster ground, tow any oyster 
dredge or contrivance for taking oysters under water over such 
oyster ground, shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars, 
or imprisoned not more than sixty days, or both. 

NATURAL BED OYSTERS— TAKING REGULATED. 

47 — Every person who shall, between the twentieth day of July 
and the tenth day of September in any year, gather or take any 
oysters or shells from any natural oyster beds within the ex- 
clusive jurisdiction of this state, and every person who shall, be- 
tween the tenth day of July and the tenth day of September in 
any year, gather or take any oysters or shells in the Housatonic 
river shall be fined not more than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not 
more than thirty days, or both; provided, that nothing in this 
section shall be construed to prohibit the gathering or taking of 
shells or mussels by the use of tongs in said Housatonic river 
below a line drawn from a stake on the west bank of said river 
at Quimber's Neck point, so-called, and running thence in a 
northeasterly direction to a stake on the east side of said river. 
Said stakes shall be located and maintained at said points by the 
selectmen of the town of Stratford, and a certificate of such loca- 
tion by said board shall be recorded in the office of the town 
clerk of said town of Stratford.
